ROMINENT PEOPLE” is designed by the publish- 

ers to provide a record of the men and women who, 

in one capacity or another, are contributing to and 
making possible the growth and development of Manitoba. 
In former times the history of a country could be traced in 
the biographies of its great men; but in these days of 
democratic institutions and universal franchise, the true 
history of a country is the record of the masses, for it is the 
masses who, through their representatives and by their 
individual services and sacrifices, give to a country a noble 
or ignoble place among the nations. 

Public memories, sometimes, are short-lived, and his- 
tory records only the names of those who stand out most 
prominently in the great events of the times.

The publication of such 
a work is especially appropriate at this time to com- 
memorate the services rendered both at home and abroad 
by so many of our men and women during the recent 
Great War, in the interests of the Empire and the cause of 
democracy throughout the world. 


The publishers of this work are especially anxious to 
point to the large number of native sons of Manitoba in 
its pages; to their affiliation with its Colleges, University 
and Schools and to the officers and men who served and 
achieved distinction in the European War. 

In its pages will be found descendants of the early 
Hudson’s Bay Company’s officers, the Kildonan Settlers, 
men who came with the Wolseley Expedition, pioneer 
farmers of the early ’seventies and eighties, pioneers and 
early settlers of its different localities. 

This book is not designed as a work of praise, but of 
facts. One’s education, professional or business training 
and experiences and status in the community are facts 
which no man or woman should hesitate to see in print, 
and which the public have a right to know. 

The book will have a value for the historian quite 
. beyond its use as a current work of reference. It is hoped . 
it will do its part in making all the sons and daughters of 
this Province better known to each other, and will give 
a bird’s-eye view of their usefulness and contribution to 
the confederated Provinces of the Dominion. 

Considerable care has been taken to secure accuracy, 
but if mistakes occur—as they are liable to occur in a 
work of this nature—we shall be grateful if they are called 
to our attention so that they may be rectified in future 
editions.

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HISTORICAL INTRODUCTION

, HE navigator Thomas Button, who sailed from 
London in April, 1612, in the ship Discovery, was 
the first white man to set foot within the Manitoba 

of today. In the same ship, two years before, Henry 

Hudson had discovered the Bay which bears his name 

and hides the secret of what befell him when he was sent 

adrift in an open boat, after a mutiny. Captain Button 
had under his command the frigate Resolution, as well as 
the Discovery. He carried letters from King James to the 

Emperor of China, the Emperor of Japan, or other potent- 

ates whom he might visit; for it was counted upon that 

his voyage would take him to the Orient, through “‘the 

North-West passage.”’ 

After spending the summer in skirting the coast line of 
the Bay, he decided to have the expedition go into winter 
quarters in the two ships, at the mouth of ariver. Before 
he sailed for home in the following spring, having been 
unable to find the gateway to the Orient which it was 
imagined that Hudson had discovered, he raised a cross of 
wood on the shore, and named the place Port Nelson, 
giving it his sailing master’s name, which is borne likewise 
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by the river. He fastened to the cross a board with an 
inscription proclaiming that he had named the territory 
New South Wales and taken possession of it for King 
James. | 
Eighteen years later Luke Foxe, “Captain and pylot 
in his Majesty’s pinnace the Charles,’ as he describes 
himself on the title page of his narrative of the voyage, 
printed in London in 1635, which is in the Provinical 
Library in Winnipeg, found the wooden cross at Port 
Nelson fallen. He raised it again and fastened to it a 
leaden plate with this inscription: 
I fuppose this Croffe was first erected by Sir Thomas Button, 
1613. It was againe raifed by LUKE FOXE Capt of the 
CHARLES in the right and poffeffion of my dread Soveraigne 
CHARLES the First, King of Great BRITTAINE, FRANCE 
and IRELAND, defender of the Faith, the 15 of August, 1631. 


This land is called NEW WALES.

One hundred and seven years later, on September 24, 
1738, the first white man to see the Red river and travel 
westward on the prairies arrived at the site of the future 
city of Winnipeg. He was Pierre Gaultier de Varennes, 
sieur de la Vérendrye. With his three sons and his 
nephew he had set forth six years before from Montreal for 
the West. The oceanlike expanse of the prairies, extend- 
ing hundreds of miles westward from the Red river was 
not what they expected to find. Their thoughts were 
fixed on China and Japan. They believed that when they 
had traveled no longer than the time it took them to come 
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to the prairies they should be at the shore of ‘‘the Western 
Sea.”’ They intended to cross that imagined sea to the 
Orient; they expected it to be no wider than the Mediter- 
ranean. Rainbow-tinted dreams of glory and gain lured 
them on. They never saw the Pacific, but they were the 
true discoverers of the North-West. 

On March 30, 1743, two of the sons of Pierre de la 
Vérendrye, on their way back from their journey to within 
sight of the Rocky Mountains, buried at a spot more than 
three hundred miles due south of the present boundary 
line between Manitoba and North Dakota a leaden plate 
on which the son whose name was Pierre, and who was 
known as the Chevalier, had cut with his dagger an in- 
scription declaring that by right of discovery as far as the 
Rocky Mountains, they had taken possession for the 
King of France of an area which now comprises a large 
part of Western Canada and of the Northwestern States. 
Having buried the leaden plate, they journeyed back 
northward to rejoin their father at a little stockaded 
trading post on the Assiniboine, where the town of Portage 
_ la Prairie now stands, sixty miles west of the junction of 
that river with the Red; at that junction, known as ‘‘the 
Forks,’’ Pierre de la Vérendrye, on ground which is now 
within the city of Winnipeg, had built another stockaded 
trading post, which he named Fort Rouge. Both were 
built of logs with the crevices filled with clay. 

One hundred and seventy years after that leaden plate 
was buried, it was found by a schoolgirl of the village of 
Fort Pierre, on the west bank of the Missouri, in South 
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Dakota, on a day in March, 1913. The spring rains had 
washed away the bank of a small spring flowing into the 
Missouri there, and uncovered the blackened plate. In 
the journal of the Chevalier de la Vérendrye, which in its 
original deerskin wrapper is in Paris in the archives of the 
French Government, the place where he buried it is 
described. That tablet of lead is now in the State Museum 
of South Dakota. It claimed for King Louis XIV in Paris

a large part of this continent; but more than seventy 
years before the Chevalier de la Vérendrye made the entry 
in his journal recording the burying of the tablet, King 
Charles IT, in London, by a few strokes of his royal quill 
in signing the charter of the Hudson’s Bay Company, 
had made Prince Rupert and the others whose names were 
set forth in that document ‘‘the true and absolute lords 
and proprietors” of most of that vast extent of territory. 
The only payment required in return for the territorial 
rights conferred on Prince Rupert and his associates was 
“the yielding and paying yearly to Us, our heirs and

successors, for the same, two elks and two black beavers 

whensoever and as often as We, Our heirs and successors 

shall happen to enter into the said countries, regions and 

territories hereby granted’’ — fabulous areas which were 

unknown to the geography of that day. 
* * * * * 

Columbus, the Cabots, Verrazano, Cartier and other 
early navigators who set sail across the Atlantic believed 
that their voyaging would bring them to the shores of the 
Orient. The lure of the setting sun was a magnet of 
compelling attraction to the adventurous blood of the 
great nations of Western Europe, against whose access to 
China and the Indies the Turkish power guarded the 
gates; but the short route to the golden Orient of so many 
adventurers’ dreams by the way of ‘“‘the Western Sea’”’ 
kept vanishing as they pushed their way westward. 
Captain Thomas James who sailed from Bristol in the 
same week in the spring of 1631 that saw the departure of 
Captain Foxe from Deptford, returned to England from 
Hudson Bay in 1632, satisfied, like Foxe, that there was 
no North-West passage to the Orient through the Bay. 
There were no more adventures and explorings in the Bay 
for thirty-six years. But soon after the Restoration in 
1660, when Charles II found himself upon the throne, the 
fur trade with the New England colonies and with New 
Amsterdam, now New York, which lately had been taken 
from the Dutch, began to yield large profits; and rumours 
came to England of fortunes made by the Company of 
One Hundred Associates in New France. 
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In 1663 Groseilliers and Radisson, two experienced fur 
traders who had been in the service of the Company of 
One Hundred Associates and had gone into the region 
north of Lake Superior without the permission of the 
Governor of New France, returned to Quebec with a large 
quantity of valuable furs. They were punished for their 
violation of the laws of New France by the confiscation of 
their furs. From the Indians north of Lake Superior they 
had learned of the Bay and of the rivers emptying into it; 
and they conceived the project of establishing a trade 
between England and the Bay. They carried their pro- 
ject to England; but ill fortune attended their plans until 
1668, when King Charles, his cousin Prince Rupert, his 
brother the Duke of York, several men high at court, 
and one shrewd and wealthy London merchant joined 
in sending the two French-Canadians to the Bay with 
two ships, the Nonsuch and the Eaglet. The Eaglet, with 
Radisson on board, was so battered by a storm that she 
had to put back to England; but the Nonsuch, which 
carried Groseilliers, made the voyage to the Bay and 
returned to England in 1669, with a cargo of furs which 
was sold for a great deal of money. 

King Charles signed the charter of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company on May 2, 1670. But the Company was to have 
a troubled history before its control was established over 
half the continent, with trading posts from Labrador to the 
Pacific and from the Arctic Circle to California. France 
laid claim by right of discovery to all the territory north 
of the New England colonies, and when the authorities 
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of New France were informed by coureurs de bois, who 
had it from Indians in the country north of Lake Superior, 
that English ships had been seen in Hudson Bay and that 
trading posts were being established on its shores, a new 
trading company was formed at Quebec, the Company of 
the North; and in 1685 two ships were sent from Quebec 
to the Bay with merchandise to be traded for furs. 
* * * * * 

Beaver fur was more plentiful in the region around the 
Bay than in the neighbourhood of the Great Lakes, and 
of better quality; one pelt from the far north was worth 
two from the territory to the south. But the Hudson’s 
Bay Company’s men had won so completely the good-will 
of the Indians that the two ships from Quebec found their 
voyage unprofitable, and were returning in July without 
the cargoes of furs that had been counted on, when they 
met in Hudson Strait the Hudson’s Bay Company’s ship, 
the Merchant of Perpetuana, sailing for Port Nelson, with 
merchandise and provisions. There had been earlier 
collisions between the traders from England and the 
traders from New France, but the first bloodshed was in 
the taking of the Merchant of Perpetuana, which did not 
yield to the two ships from Quebec until several of her 
crew had been killed. The ship was taken as a prize to 
Quebec, where the captain, Edward Hume, died after 
several months’ imprisonment; the mate, Richard Smiths- 
end, and other prisoners taken when the ship was captured 
were sent to Martinique to be sold as slaves. Smithsend 
escaped and made his way to England, where his account 
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of the capture of the Merchant of Perpetuana, an act of 
piracy in a time when there was peace between England 
and France, aroused public indignation and resentment. 

Early in the spring of 1686 one hundred and ten men 
commanded by Chevalier de Troyes, whose chief lieut- 
enant was the Sieur d’Iberville, Pierre le Moyne, a young 
man destined to become the leading figure in the struggle 
between the French and the English for the possession of 
Hudson Bay, left Montreal and made their way to James 
Bay. On the night of June 19, by surprise attack, they 
captured Moose Fort, the Hudson’s Bay Company’s post 
on James Bay, which had a garrison of sixteen men, with 
twelve cannon. Several of the cannon they carried to 
Fort Charles, another post of the Hudson’s Bay Company 
on James Bay, which they took likewise by a surprise 
attack at night. At Fort Charles they captured two ships. 
Fort Albany, the Hudson’s Bay Company’s third strong- 
hold on James Bay surrendered to them after they had 
bombarded it for three days; there they found a quantity 
of beaver skins valued at 50,000 crowns, but only a very 
small store of food. 

Fort Nelson was now the only post on the Bay left in 


the hands of the English. In 1692 three well-armed ships | 


were sent out from England to that trading post; after 

wintering there, they sailed in the spring to Fort Albany, 

which they recaptured. D’Iberville went to Paris in the 

following year and laid before Louis XIV the need of ships 

for the capture of Fort Nelson. In 1694 he was able to 

set forth from Quebec with two French ships of war, and 
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late in September he began a three weeks’ siege of Fort 
Nelson, which ended in his taking it. But in 1696 four 
fighting ships were sent out from England, and again the 
English flag flew over Fort Nelson. That stronghold, in 
the vicissitudes which it suffered in the early decades of 
its history, was named Fort Nelson when the English 
held it, and Fort Bourbon when the French held it. After 


the long conflict ended, it became known as York Factory. 
* * * * * 


The English flag which was hoisted over Fort Nelson 
in 1696 gave way to the French in the following year. 
In the summer of 1697 five French ships, under the 
command of d’Iberville, sailed for Fort Nelson, and on 
September 5 at the mouth of the Nelson river d’Iberville 
in his flagship the Pelican, after having waited in a fog 
two days for his other ships which had fallen behind, saw 
their sails, as he believed, on the horizon, and took the 
Pelican out to meet them. But the ships he met were four 
armed merchantmen from England, carrying 120 guns in 
all, against the Pelican’s 44. All day long a desperate sea- 
fight ensued. The chief of the English ships, the Hamps- 
hire, with fifty-two guns was sunk and the Pelican, with 
ninety of her crew killed or wounded, was little better 
than a wreck; but still the fight went on. By night a 
strong gale was blowing from the east. Daylight the 
next morning found two of the English ships driven ashore 
and the Pelican lodged in shallow water; all three ships 
were shattered hulks whose crews had suffered heavy 
losses in killed and wounded. The fourth English ship, 
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too badly damaged to continue fighting, had drifted out 
of sight. The survivors from the English ships made their 
way to Fort Nelson. Eighteen of d’Iberville’s men were 
drowned in trying to swim ashore through the icy water; 
he and the other survivors found themselves ashore with- 
out shelter, and they had to boil moss and seaweed for 
food. In a few days d’Iberville’s three delayed ships

arrived with men, provisions and cannon. Once more 
Fort Nelson was besieged and taken and the fleur-de-lys 
of France flew over it again. | 

For fifteen years after d’Iberville’s naval victory and 
the recapture of Fort Nelson, the fortunes of the Hudson’s 
Bay Company were at alow ebb. Powerful opponents in 
England submitted a memorial to Parliament, setting 
forth reasons why its charter should not be continued. 
As early as 1694 it had made a demand for £211,255 16s. 
3d. for damages from the French; but in spite of its 
Immense losses, its profits were so enormous that it still 
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had at that time a balance on the right side. Four years 
earlier the Deputy-Governor of the Company had waited 
on William III, kissed his hand and given him 225 guineas, 
as dividend on £300 of stock in the Company which the 
King held, telling him at the same time that “‘the Com- 
pany: was the greatest sufferer of all from those common 


enemies of mankind, the French.”’ 
* * * * 


When the Treaty of Utrecht was signed in 1713, after 
Marlborough’s victories, France gave up the entire

Hudson Bay region to Great Britain, and agreed to com- 
-pensate the Company for damage done to its trade and 
property during times of peace between the two nations. 
The Company then revised its claim of 1694 and reduced 
it to £100,543 13s 9d., pointing out that this ‘‘did not 
include either the loss of forts or damage suffered by the 
trade.’’ Payment was promised by France, but in the end 
the claim was written off by the Company. There was an 
extraordinary revival of trade after the departure of the 
Company’s rivals from Hudson Bay. The Indians came 
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to the trading posts in great numbers with their furs; and 
the Company, with its warehouses in London packed to 
overflowing, could afford well to give no further thought 
to its claim against France. 

For sixty-nine years after the Treaty of Utrecht there 
was no act of war on Hudson Bay. But in 1782, when 
Great Britain and France were again at war, a French 
expedition of three ships under command of Admiral de la 
Perouse, whose flagship, Le Sceptre, carried seventy-two. 
guns, crossed the Atlantic and entered the Bay and took 
Fort Prince of Wales, at the mouth of the Churchill river, 
and also took York Factory. Fort Prince of Wales had 
been under construction from 1733 to 1771. It was one 
of the most massive fortifications on this continent, with 
walls from 37 to 42 inches in thickness; 38 of its guns 
still lie rusting on its ruins. Soon after Fort Prince of 
Wales, whose weak garrison was unable to defend it, was 
taken by the French, there was peace again between Great 
Britain and France; and since 1782 there has been no 
warfare on the Bay. 

After the taking of Quebec in 1759 and the close of the 
half-century of conflict for the possession of Canada, the 
West was invaded by bushrangers from Lower Canada 
and Canadian fur trading companies took the field. The 
Hudson’s Bay Company, finding that its rivals were going 
to the Indians with merchandise, now engaged a new class 
of men in its service, mainly from the Orkneys, and sent 
brigades into the interior. The fur trade and exploration 
went forward together. 
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Rivalry between the North-West Company and the 
X. Y. Company was no less intense than the trade warfare 
waged between those two organizations, which both had 
their headquarters in Montreal. In 1804 the two Cana- 
dian companies united under the name of the North-West 
Company; and during the second decade of the nine- 
teenth century the fur trade warfare came to its climax 
in the events at Red River which made the early years of 
the Selkirk settlement years of disaster. 

* *K * * * 

It was in 1806, two years before Lord Selkirk began 
buying stock in the Hudson’s Bay Company, that the first 
white woman in the West of whom there is record arrived 
at York Factory from Stromness in the Orkney Islands. 
Disguised as a young man, she came out in a Hudson’s Bay 
Company’s ship, following her lover, who had deserted her. 
In the journal of the fur trader, Alexander Henry, of the 
North-West Company, it is recorded, without mention of 
her name, that on December 29, 1807, she gave birth to 
a child at his trading post at the mouth of the Pembina 
river. Of the life of the child born that day — “a fine 
boy,” Henry wrote in his journal — nothing is known but 
that his mother took him with her when she returned to 
Scotland in the summer after his birth. 

The second white woman in the West was Marie Anne 
Lagimoniére, whose first child was born eight days later 
than the Orkney girl’s child, near the mouth of the Pem- 
bina river; she was then in her twenty-fifth year, the 
daughter of Charles Gaboury, a habitant of Quebec, 
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whose farm was on the St. Lawrence below Three Rivers. 
In the same parish lived the family of Jean Baptiste 
Lagimoniére, an adventurous young man who after having 
been five years in the wilderness of the North-West with

the fur traders and the buffalo hunters had come home to 
visit his family in the winter of 1806. He and Marie Anne 
Gaboury were married in April, 1807; before their honey- 
moon was ended the young husband, whose family had 
expected him to settle down as a habitant in his native 
parish, found that his desire to go back to the North-West 
was stronger than he could resist. His wife went with - 
with him, dressed as a man, in one of the canoes of a 
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brigade of the North-West Company, which travelled by 
the fur traders’ route, a journey of two thousand miles. 
No other white woman came to the West until the sum- 
mer of 1812, when the ship bringing the second party of 
the Selkirk settlers arrived at York Factory; it was late 
in October of that year when that party came to ‘“‘the 
Forks’ of the Red and the Assiniboine. John Tanner, 
the explorer and fur trader, was at ‘‘the Forks’”’ in the 
summer of 1813. ‘The Scots people to the number of a 
hundred or more arrived to settle under the protection of 
the Hudson’s Bay Company,”’ he wrote in his journal, 
“and among these I saw for the first time in the many 
years since I became a man, a white woman.”’ 

From the time of the return of the Orkney girl to 
Stromness in 1807 until 1812, Marie Anne Lagimoniére 
was the only white woman on the northern half of this: 
continent west of Lake Huron of whom there is record; 
there was not in those five years a white woman within 
the area of the present States of Minnesota, South 
Dakota, North Dakota, Montana, Wyoming, Idaho, 
Washington and Oregon. Marie Anne Lagimoniére died in 
1878 in her ninety-eighth year, in the house of her young- 
est son, Benjamin, near St. Boniface. Her youngest daugh- 
ter, Julie, married Louis Riel, ‘‘the miller of the Seine,”’ a 
figure of note in Red Riverannals. In the Red River troubles 
of 1869-70 and again in the Saskatchewan rebellion of 
1885 the grandson of Marie Anne Lagimoniére, Louis Riel, 
played an ill-starred part in the drama of Canadian history.

Lord Selkirk’s plans for colonization were opposed from 
the first by the North-West Company. The North- 
Westers, as the men of that Company were known, did 
not want a civilized community established in the Indian 
country. When it was learned that Lord Selkirk was buy- 
ing stock in the Hudson’s Bay Company and that he was 
planning to obtain the controlling interest in that Com- 
pany, representatives of the North-West Company in 
London bestirred themselves to defeat him, but they were 
too late for effective opposition either in the stock market 
or at the General Court of the Hudson’s Bay Company 
which was held in London on May 30, 1811, when it was 
found that Lord Selkirk and his friends held two-thirds of 
the stock represented at the meeting. Among the North- 
Westers present who had begun too late to buy Hudson’s 
Bay Company stock were Sir Alexander Mackenzie, the 
explorer who in 1793 had made the first overland journey 
to the Pacific, John Inglis, and Edward Ellice. Lord 
Selkirk’s proposition, laid before that General Court 
and agreed to, was that, without in any way interfering 
with the fur trade, the Company should sell to him as a 
private individual a large tract of land for colonization. 
The North-Westers present protested against the trans- 
action. They denounced Lord Selkirk’s whole scheme as 
being “‘dictated by a wild and frantic spirit of projection.”’ 
But their protestations were in vain. By a deed dated June 
12, 1811, Lord Selkirk became the owner in fee simple of 
an area of 116,000 square miles five times the size of Scot- 
land. It included a large part of what is now Manitoba 
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and parts of the present States of North Dakota and 
Minnesota. The name given that area was Assiniboia; 
but the name Red River was used from the first, and 
became better known. 

Of his motives in entering upon the undertaking of 
forming a settlement upon the Red river he wrote to Lady 
Selkirk that they were ‘‘based upon the importance of the 
settlement in a national point of view,’ and had to do 
with “‘the important question whether extensive and 
fertile regions n British North America should ever be 
inhabited by civilized society.” He was “bent upon 
proving that it was neither a wild and visionary scheme 
nor a trick and a cloak to cover sordid plans of agression.”’ 
He hoped that the undertaking ‘‘though not immediately 
profitable’ would be “ultimately remunerative.”’ 

* * * * *k 

Lord Selkirk’s whole life-work was a struggle against 
circumstances, ill-health and opposition which involved 
him in constant difficulties, protracted litigation, and 
heavy financial loss. From the beginning of his Red River 
undertaking a campaign of unfounded accusation and 
cruel misrepresentation was carried on against him. The 
undertaking suffered seriously from the bad judgment 
and mismanagement of his agents; but it suffered most 
from the hostility of the North-West Company, which was 
determined on the destruction of ‘Lord Selkirk’s restless 
and rapacious projects.’’ The heads of that Company 
were men whose influence was powerful in Canada and 
they were able to make their influence felt in London also.

They were opposed to Lord Selkirk’s plans for a settlement 
which would lie across their main line of communication 
between Montreal and the Northwest; and they made 
up their minds to destroy those plans, which at one time 
they denounced as “the visionary speculations of an 
enthusiast and maniac,’’ and at another as “Lord Selkirk’s 
restless and rapacious projects.’’ The Colonial Secretary, 
in writing in regard to Lord Selkirk’s project that it was 
“wild and unpromising’’ and the Under-Secretary, in 
writing about ‘‘the nature and distance of the settlement, 
so remote from His Majesty’s other possessions,’ and 
about ‘‘the paucity of numbers in the colony, which there 
is some reason to believe may be even yet less populous,”’ 
were repeating the assertions of the North-Westers; 
and many highly placed personages in the Canada of that 
time held like opinions. The Rev. Dr. Strachan, the first 
Bishop of Toronto, was dismayed by thoughts of ‘‘the 
miseries of the polar regions, and the dreary wilderness of 
Red River,’’ and said there was ‘‘the strongest possibility 
that the first colonists will be massacred by the Indians.”’ 
The Bishop’s predictions about Red River, that “no 
British Colony will ever approach nearer to it than twelve 
or thirteen hundred miles” and that the population of the 
Canada of his time could not be expected to spread into it 
‘for at least a thousand years,’’ make curious reading 
today. | 
* * * * * 

The first party sent out by Lord Selkirk for the found- 

ing of the Red River settlement arrived at the junction of 
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the Red and the Assiniboine on August 31, 1812. They 
planted that fall winter wheat they had brought with them 
from Scotland; and spring wheat which they had also 
brought with them they planted early in 1813. But in the 
fall of 1813 the settlers, whose number by this time had 
been increased by the arrival of a second party of nearly 
one hundred, found that there was no crop to be reaped 
from their planting. Again in 1814 their wheat crop 
failed. The failure of the first attempts of the Selkirk 
settlers was due partly to the fact that they were crofters 
and knew more of fishing than of farming, and partly to 
their not having adequate farming implements. But their 
third attempt was successful. In 1815 the first wheat was 
grown in Western Canada on land at Point Douglas which 
is now within the city of Winnipeg. 

In 1815 the North-Westers and their adherents of 
mixed blood attacked Fort Douglas, the stockaded strong- - 
hold of the little settlement and burned it; they destroyed 
also the windmill of the settlement and the stables and 
barns. Most of the settlers were induced to leave Red 
River in canoes of the North-West Company for Upper 
Canada (now Ontario), where homesteads were promised 
them; thirteen families made their way to Jack river, 
~ north of Lake Winnipeg and settled there. But John 
McLeod, and four others of the settlers, who had taken a 
three-pounder cannon from Fort Douglas into a log house, 
cut up a chain to nake shot for it, and held out against 
the attackers. One of the defenders of the log house, John 
Warren, was killed in the fighting, before the attackers 
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drew off; after that John McLeod and the other three 
were left unmolested to care for the growing wheat and 
barley, and to guard such belongings as they had been 
able to store in the log house. 

The ship that brought the fourth party of settlers sent 
out by Lord Selkirk to this country arrived at York 
Factory on August 26, 1815. That party, which numbered 
nearly a hundred, and included Sutherlands, Mathesons, 
Mackays, Bannermans, Gunns, MacBeths, Polsons and 
others (Kildonan names which figure notably in Red 
River annals), was in charge of Robert Semple, who had 
been chosen by Lord Selkirk to be appointed Governor 
of Rupert’s Land by the Hudson’s Bay Company. Early 
in the morning of November 3, 1815, Governor Semple 
and his party of settlers, who had been joined by the 
refugees at Jack river, appeared round the bend of the 
Red river at Point Douglas. Their arrival caused such 
a day of rejoicing as Red River had never before known. 
The calamities and disasters that had gone before were 
forgotten. ‘“‘The colours were hoisted,’’ wrote Governor 
semple to Lord Selkirk. ‘“The guns were fired. At night 
we laughed and drank and danced.”’ Fort Douglas was 
rebuilt. But the North-Westers did not rest from their 
planning to deal with the Red River settlement ruthlessly. 

* * *k * * 

In the spring of 1816 the settlers sowed the forty 
bushels of wheat and barley which had been saved from 
the crop of the year before for seed. About six o’clock in 
the evening of June 19, a boy at the lookout place of Fort 
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Douglas saw a large North-West party approaching. 
A written narrative left by John Pritchard, one of the 
survivors of that fatal day, describes them as “‘painted 
and disguised.’’ After some confusion and hurried con- 
sultation within the Fort, Governor Semple, with about 
thirty men, marched out along the colony road. Their 
line of march is now North Main street in Winnipeg. 
Governor Semple, after he had gone about half a mile, 
sent back to the Fort for a fieldpiece and reinforcements, 
but pushed on without waiting. Cuthbert Grant, who 
was in command of the North-West force, spread out his 
men so as to surround the Governor’s party. One of the 
North-Westers, Boucher by name, rode out towards 
Governor Semple, “waving his hand and calling out in 
broken English.’”’ The Governor and Boucher were soon 
in an angry discussion. The Governor seized Boucher’s 
gun; there was a shot and then a general fusillade; 
~ almost all the men of Governor Semple’s party were either 
killed outright or wounded. The Governor, who was 
wounded early in the massacre, was left by Cuthbert 
Grant in charge of one of his men, but an Indian “shot 
him and killed him on the spot.’”’ Only one man of the 
North-West force was killed. Of the settlers twenty-one 
were killed, and the rest were either taken prisoners or 
escaped by hiding in the underbrush after nightfall, or by 
swimming the river. 

Cuthbert Grant took possession of Fort Douglas. 
A few days later the remaining Selkirk settlers were placed 
in boats and sent down the river towards Hudson Bay in

such despair as they had never known before and in terror 

of what was to befall them. The Seven Oaks monument 

near Sheriff Inkster’s house in Winnipeg stands as a 

memorial of that day of bloodshed and disaster to the 

Selkirk settlers, June 19, 1816. 
* * * *K * 

On the day of the Seven Oaks massacre Lord Selkirk 
was at York, which is now Toronto, on his way from 
Montreal. In making his preparations in Montreal for 
his journey to Red River he had found himself hindered 
at every turn by the North-Westers, whose influence 
was so powerful that even the then Governor of Canada, 
Sir Gordon Drummond, would do nothing for the protec- 
tion of the Red River settlement beyond making Lord 
Selkirk a justice of the peace “in Upper Canada and the 
Indian Territories,’’ and allowing him to take a sergeant 
and six men for his protection on his journey. But Lord 


Selkirk, who was resourceful and energetic, engaged as — 


“settlers under pay’’ one hundred men of the Swiss 
regiment (disbanded at the close of the war of 1812-15) 
known as “the de Meurons,’’ from the name of their 
colonel. These men he armed. He-took with him also 
a hundred voyageurs. The expedition came across 
Georgian Bay and around the north shore of Lake 
Superior. 

He had planned, in order to avoid a clash with the 
North-Westers, to come to Red River by way of Fond 
du Lac, now Duluth; but at Sault Ste. Marie he made up 
his mind to go straight to the headquarters of the North- 
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West Company at Fort William. He took Fort William 
by a surprise attack. A number of the head men of the 
North-West Company who were in Fort William when 
he arrived he made prisoners and sent under guard 
to Montreal, for trial on the charges which he laid against 
them. His determination, as he expressed it afterwards 
to the Chief Justice of the Court of Common Pleas at 
Westminster, was to “‘cut up by the root one of the most 
abominable combinations that was ever suffered to exist 
in the British Dominions.’’ The North-West Company, 
on the other hand, had a warrant issued against Lord 
Selkirk for his “‘high-handed violence’ in taking Fort 
William. The end of the complicated proceedings on both 
sides of the Atlantic which followed was that the North- 
West Company were able to exert sufficient influence 
with the Colonial Office in London and with the executive 
officials and the Courts of Upper and Lower Canada (now 
Ontario and Quebec) to turn the tables on Lord Selkirk. 
But in the meantime he remained at Fort William until 
the spring of 1817, when he sent “‘the de Meurons’”’ to 
Red River. They recaptured Fort Douglas, ousted the 
North-Westers and re-established the Selkirk settlers in 
their homes. 
* * * * * 

On May 1, 1817, Lord Selkirk left Fort William for 
Fort Douglas. It was his only visit to Red River. On 
July 18 he made a treaty with the Indians at “‘the Forks,”’ 
to testify to the aboriginal dwellers in the area he had 
purchased from the Hudson’s Bay Company that he was 
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not disregardful of their rights. By the treaty the Indians 
gave up their title to the land “‘extending to the distance 
of two English statute miles from the banks of the said 
rivers on each side,”’ and to “‘six miles on every side from 
Fort Douglas and Fort Daer”’ (which was at the mouth of 
the Pembina River), in consideration of a quit rent of 
two hundred pounds of “good merchantable tobacco,” 
one-half to be given on October 10 of every year at “‘the 
Forks’ to the chief and warriors of the Chippeway, or 
Saulteaux, nation and the other at Portage la Prairie to 
the chiefs and warriors of the Knistineaux, or Cree, nation. 
The Indians’ version of the treaty was that they gave the 
Silver Chief, as they named Lord Selkirk, whom they 
believed to be related closely to King George IV, the land 
back from the river banks as far as daylight could be seen 
under the body of a pony standing on the level prairie. 

Lord Selkirk’s stay in Red River continued until 
September 9. After having done everything necessary 
to provide for the making of roads and bridges, setting up 
windmills and providing sites for a school and a church, 
and after planning an experimental farm, Lord Selkirk, 
though the disasters to the settlement had caused him 
great financial losses, relinquished payment by the settlers 
for their land, and looking his last on the colony he had 
established, started on horseback for Pembina. He went 
down the Mississippi to St. Louis, rode across country to 
the Ohio, visited Lexington in Kentucky, and Washing- 
ton, Philadelphia, New York and Albany, and returned 
to York, where he found that the Attorney-General had 
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received instructions from Lord Bathurst, in London, to 
prosecute him criminally. Meanwhile the news had been 
scattered broadcast in Upper and Lower Canada that he 
“had escaped to the United States.’’ The North-West- 
ers were laying wagers in Montreal that he would never 
dare to appear to answer the charges against him. 
* x x * * 

The legal proceedings which followed were ruinous 
financially to Lord Selkirk. In his own words, the whole 
record showed “‘a state of society of which no British 
colony has hitherto afforded a parallel — private ven- 
geance arrogating the functions of public law, murder 
justified in a British court of judicature on the plea of 
exasperation commencing years before the sanguinary 
act, and a spirit of monopoly raging in all the terrors of 
power, in all the force of organization, in all the insolence 
of impunity.”” When he died in 1820, his executors found 
that the Red River undertaking had cost his estate 
£85,000 — ‘‘an amount,’ wrote Sheriff Alexander Ross 
in his book, The Red River Settlement, ‘the colony would 
not have realized had it been sold off at auction even 
twenty years after it was founded.’ In 1834 the Com- 
pany bought back from Lord Selkirk’s heirs for £15,000 
of the Company’s stock the grant made to him by the deed 
dated June 12, 1811. 

Lord Selkirk was misunderstood by many who 
believed that in obtaining a controlling interest in the 
Hudson’s Bay Company and launching his far-seeing 
scheme of colonization on the banks of the Red river he 
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was actuated merely by selfish purposes. He died a 
defeated and ruined man; and even those in Great 
Britain who knew him best believed that he had wasted 
his life. When the coalition of the North-West Company 
and the Hudson’s Bay Company came about in the year 
after his death, it was judged expedient to let bygones be 
bygones and his name was dropped by tacit consent. 
There was no one to do justice to his memory. Not until 
long after his death did his vindication begin, when it 
became plain that his work in forming the Red River 
settlement had served a far-reaching national purpose — 
his work and the unrecorded fortitude of the Selkirk 
settlers, men and women with hearts strong to endure 
against disaster. Again and again the staunchness of the 
men and the sustaining courage and devotion of the 
women saved what seemed a lost cause on the banks of 
the Red, and by preserving British influence in the West 
helped to create a nation. h 
* * * ok * 

Descendants of the Kildonan settlers and of other 
families which go back to the early decades of the Red 
River era hold in their memories the stories handed down 
by their elders about the beginnings of the settlement. 
The lack of food in the first winters drove the Selkirk 
settlers to take refuge with the buffalo hunters at Pem- 
bina. The bloodshed and devastation of the fur trade 
warfare destroyed their first attempts at settlement, and 
brought death to some and extreme suffering to the 
survivors; and after the fur trade warfare was ended the 
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settlers had to struggle against disasters which more than 
once threatened the destruction of the settlement. Their 
crops were destroyed by plagues of grasshoppers; and the 
crowning disaster was the high flood of 1826. After the 
flood waters of that year receded, the good times began in 
Red River. 

In 1833 Donald Mackenzie, who was then Governor 
of Red River, reported to London that the settlement 
was ‘“‘going most thrivingly forward,’ and wrote with 
enthusiasm about ‘“‘the large and flourishing harvests,”’ 
“the stacks and laden carts” and ‘“‘the health and content- 
ment of the people’; and Governor (afterwards Sir 
George) Simpson, who from 1821 until his death in 1860 
was in charge of all the business of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company on this side of the Atlantic, wrote: ‘This 
settlement is in a most perfect state of tranquility. Peace 
and plenty may be said to be its model.”’ 

The whole population of Red River at that time was 
less than two thousand souls. Neighborly good feeling 
united the French-speaking people, the Métis or Bois 
Brulés (a nickname which the French-speaking people 
of mixed blood used themselves, proud of their “burnt 
wood”’ hue of skin), the retired officers and servants of 
the Company — almost all Orkney men— who had 
taken up landholdings on the banks of the Red, and the 
Selkirk settlers into one community. Below the Selkirk 
settlement, in the neighbourhood of the St. Andrew’s 
rapids, there were several Orkney families settled, among 
whom, as among the other families of retired officers and 
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men of the Company in Red River, there were not a few 
Chief Factors and Chief Traders, whose accumulated — 
wages and profits from the Company, greatly increased 
in some cases by investment in Montreal or in England, © 
made them men of wealth. They had married wives of 
the country, and on retiring to the banks of the Red, they © 
built large, substantial and handsome houses, and were — 
content to end their days in comfort among familiar — 
scenes and under an agreeable jurisdiction. They all 
farmed on their own property. For such of their supplies 
and necessaries of life as their own farms did not provide 
they relied upon the hunters and farmers of the settlement, 
and for their luxuries on their annual importations from 
England, and in later decades from the United States 
by Red River carts across the plains. 

In 1829 some sixty families of Orkney, English and 
French extraction moved from James Bay, where they 
had settled, to Red River; for a quarter of a century 
after that there were few newcomers to Red River, except 
retired officers and men of the Company. 

* * * * 

The first missionaries to set foot on the banks of the - 
Red river were two Roman Catholic priests, Rev. Joseph 
Norbert Provencher and Rev. Sévére Dumoulin, who 
arrived in July, 1818. Before the summer was over they | 
were lodged in a log house, part of which was used as a 
chapel, across the Red from Fort Douglas; it stood on 
land which was given by Lord Selkirk. The first church 
west of the Red river was built under the direction of 
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Rev. John West, who arrived two years later to make a 
beginning of the Church of England mission. That first 
little Anglican church was on the bank of a small stream 
which ran into the Red just north of the present St. John’s 
park in the city of Winnipeg. In the Journal of Rev. John 
West it is related that when the brigade of York boats on 
one of which John West was a passenger arrived from 
Hudson Bay and entered the Red river on the morning of 
October 13, 1820, the first stop was made at the camp 
of Chief Peguis, who was invited to join the party at 
breakfast. There is frequent mention of Chief Peguis in 
the Journal; for instance, on November 2, 1821, John 
West, being then on his return from a journey to the north 
of Lake Winnipeg, writes: ““‘We arrived at the camp of 
Chief Peguis at Netley Creek, having been delayed for 
several days. Food had run short, and we were nearly 
famished.’’ By the middle of the century there were 
seven Anglican churches along the Red and the Assini- 
boine, with parochial schools, a collegiate school for boys 
and one for girls. In 1844 Bishop Mountain, of Quebec, 
the first Church of England bishop to visit the West, spent 
several weeks in Red River; he and Father Provencher 
exchanged visits. 

In 1849, two years after Father Provencher became 
the first Bishop of St. Boniface, the West had its first 
‘Church of England bishop, Right Rev. David Anderson, 
who was consecrated Bishop of Rupert’s Land in Canter- 
bury cathedral, on the eve of his sailing in a Hudson's Bay 
Company ship for his remote diocese. In 1853 Bishop 
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Provencher died, and was succeeded by Right Rev. 


Alexandre-Antonin Taché, who in the following year 


made a journey to Lake Athabasca. In a letter writ-— 


ten from the mission station he had established at Ile 
a la Crosse in that region he described the mission 
building there. “It is twenty feet by twenty,’’ he wrote, 
“and seven feet high, and smeared all over with mud. 
This mud is not impermeable; rain, wind and other 
atmospheric elements have free access. Two window 
sashes, comprising six panes, light the main apartment; 
two pieces of parchment serve for the remainder of the 
lighting system. In this ‘palace,’ where everything seems 
small, everything is, on the contrary, stamped with a 
character of greatness. For instance, my secretary is a 
Bishop. My chamberlain isa Bishop. And at times even 
my cook is a Bishop. These illustrious employees have 
numerous defects; nevertheless, their attachment to my 


person renders them dear to me.’ Another devoted 


missionary, who in later years worked on the Athabaska, 
the Mackenzie and the Yukon was Rev. William Bompas, 
who became the first Anglican Bishop of Athabaska; 
the story of his life is a record of heroic service outstand- 
ingly notable in the annals of missionary endeavor. 

* * * * * 


The people of the different denominations in Red 


River were all on the friendliest terms with one another. | 


In the records of the Council at Red River we read that 

in May, 1851, Archdeacon Cochrane moved, and Father 

Lafléche seconded, a resolution for a grant of one hundred 
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pounds to be divided between the two bishops, ‘‘to be 
applied by them at their discretion for the purposes of 
education’’; and in the following year Father Lafléche 
seconded a resolution proposed by Dr. John Bunn that 
a grant for the same purpose be made to Rev. John 
Black, the first Presbyterian minister in the West, for 
whom his flock in Kildonan had waited solong. Until his 
arrival the Presbyterian people attended the Anglican 
church of St. John’s. One of the first infants baptized 
in the Kildonan church by John Black was Samuel 
Pritchard Matheson, who had been left motherless and 
was brought up by his uncle, Hugh Pritchard. The 
Mathesons were Presbyterians, the Pritchards Anglicans. 
And so it was that Samuel Pritchard Matheson, the young- 
est of the family and the only one baptized by a Presbyter- 
ian minister, grew up an Anglican, and became Arch- 
bishop of Rupert’s Land and Primate of all Canada, and 
all his brothers and sisters, baptized in St. John’s before 
there was a Presbyterian minister in the West, grew up 
Presbyterians. 
* * * * * 

The earliest Methodist mission in the West was 
- established in 1840 by Rev. James Evans, an Englishman 
who had done twelve years’ work among the Indians in 
the Canada West of that time, which is now Ontario. 
He was one of the most remarkable of Western mission- 
aries; he devised a system of nine syllabic characters for 
writing the Cree language. It spread rapidly among the 
Indians of the Algonquin tribes, who called it “making 
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birchbark talk.’’ The first printing done in the West 
was done in these characters by Evans, with type he made 
himself; he used sturgeon oil mixed with soot for printer’s 
ink. The syllabic characters he devised are still in wide- 
spread use. They have been adapted to all the aboriginal 
languages, and thousands of Bibles, hymn books and other 
religious books printed in these characters are distributed 
every year to the Indians of the far north and to the 
Eskimos. When Lord Dufferin visited the West as 
Governor-General he paid an extraordinary tribute to 
the memory of James Evans. “I profess to be a kind of 
literary man myself,” he said, “and try to keep up my 
reading of what is going on, but I never heard of this 
before. A title and a pension have been given many a 
man, and then a resting place in Westminster Abbey, who 
never did half so much for his fellow-creatures.’’ It was 
in 1868 that Rev. George Young, whose name stands out 
most prominently in the record of the established of 
Methodism in Manitoba, arrived at Fort Garry. 

The last Dominion census, which was taken in 1921, 
gives the number of Anglicans as 121,309, of Roman 
Catholics, 105,394, of Presbyterians, 138,201, of Method- 
ists, 71,200. It was in 1873 that the first: Baptistmnis 
sionary in Manitoba, Rev. Alexander McDonald, arrived 
in Winnipeg; in the following year the first Baptist church 
in Winnipeg was built. 

The census of 1921 records the number of Baptists in 
the Province as 13,652. The other religious denomin- 
ations with more than a thousand members each as 
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shown in the returns of that census are Greek Church, 
56,670; Lutherans, 39,472; Mennonites (incorporated 
Hutterites), 21,295; Jews, 16,573; Union Church, 3,348: 
Reformed Church, 2,679; Congregationalists, 2,395; 
Salvation Army, 3,027; Unitarians, 1,541; Christian 
Scientists, 1,361; Pentecostal Church, 1,288. It is not 
possible within the compass of a sketch which is neces- 
sarily limited to trace the growth of religious activities 
in Manitoba from the beginnings made by zealous 
workers who devoted their lives to laying the foundations 
upon which such important structures now stand. 
* * * * 

Until the nineteenth century had run the first quarter 
of its course, the history of the Selkirk settlers was a 
history of toils and hardships and sufferings. But after 
the great flood of 1826 Red River entered on:a long era of 
peace and prosperity. The merging of the North-West 
Company with the Hudson’s Bay Company had brought 
quiet to the West. The remoteness and isolation of 
Rupert’s Land were, in a measure, increased. The fur 
traders’ route from Montreal was used no more for heavy 
freighting; the commodities needed in Red River were 
brought from England in the Company’s ships, and came 
inland from the Bay in York boats, which returned north- 
ward from Red River to the Bay laden with furs. At 
Norway House, north of Lake Winnipeg, the brigades of 
York boats to and from Red River met the brigades 
travelling the waterways from eastward of Lake Winni- 
peg and the western waterways that were the lines of

travel across the areas extending to the Rocky Mountains. 
Summer travel over the vast plains westward and south- 
ward from Red River was by Indian ponies and Red 
River carts. In the winter there was no other way of 
travelling than by dog carriole, or by going on foot, with 
snowshoes, as Jean-Baptiste Lagimoniére did in his 
journey from Fort Douglas to Montreal in 1815. 

The main settlement of the French-speaking people, 
the voyageurs and coureurs de bois from Quebec, the 
buffalo-hunters and cart-drivers and fishermen, including 
many of mixed French-Canadian and Indian blood — 
was along the Assiniboine and on the right bank of the 
Red above the junction with the Assiniboine. Among 
the Métis there were frugal and thrifty families; but 
many of the Métis were roving and improvident, with a 
happy-go-lucky fondness for merry-making. In speaking 
of their delight in parties where the dancing was kept up 
all night, General Sir Sam Steele used to tell a story about 
a discussion in Fort Garry one day about the distance to 
Headingly, the village fourteen miles west of Fort Garry. 

t was decided that Jean-Baptiste, a runner with a dog 
carriole, who was about to take one of the Company’s 
officials to Headingly, should wear a surveyor’s pedo- 
meter fastened to his belt. At Headingly Jean-Baptiste 
met some friends and went off with them before the 
official had a chance to make a note of the number of 
strides Jean-Baptiste had taken in running from Fort 
Garry to Headingly. When the official was ready to 
return to Fort Garry next morning, he said, pointing to 
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the pedometer which Jean-Baptiste was still wearing, “I 
old you when we were leaving the Fort that I wanted 
D look at that when we got here.” He examined the 
yedometer, which showed that Jean-Baptiste had travel. 
led nearly seventy miles, and then looked at Jean-Baptiste 
im bewilderment. Jean Baptiste said he was sorry he 
had forgotten about the thing fastened to his belt, and 
explamed that, after arriving at Headingly the night 
before, he had gone off with some friends to a dance. 

The settlers sent out by Lord Selkirk found both the 
Métis and the Indians friendly from the first. That 
friendimess continued without interruption, except in 
the case of the Indians from up the Assiniboine who in 
1816 were induced with some of their Métis relatives to 
_go on the warpath for the Nor-Westers in the fur 
trade hostilities. But after a few years had passed no 
embittered memories of that time of disorders endured. 
The friendiness between all classes was strong. The 
Indians and the people of mixed blood loved the excite 
ment of the great buffalo hunts, on the proceeds of which 
they relied largely for thet livelthood, and had no love 
for the toil of tilling the land. They used to call the 
Selkirk settlers, who worked hard on thei long, narrow 
lots. runnmg back two miles from the river frontage, 
“the gardeners.” 

When the settles were harvesting tiem crops. the 
Women working in the fields with sickles, they sometimes 
hired Indians and men of mixed blood as helpers; and 
when the}buffalo hunting expeditions went out on the 
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plains in the spring and fall, there always went with them 
adventurous young men from the Selkirk settlers’ fami- 
lies. In the early years of the settlement the lack of food 
in the winters drove the settlers to take refuge at the 
trading post at the junction of the Pembina river with 
the Red, which was the headquarters of the buffalo 
hunters: on that journey of more than sixty mules 
Indians carried the little children of the settlers on their 
ponies, and treated them with all kindness, though the 
mothers, when the Indians rode off at top speed, were 
terrified, thinking they might never see their children 
again. 

The friendly relations between the Indians and the 
Selkirk settlers were in a great measure due to a notable 
Indian, Chief Peguis, of the Saulteaux tribe, whom Lord 
Selkirk found to be the most powerful chief in the region. 
He was born about 1774 at Sault Ste. Marie. As a young 
man he led a band of his tribe westward to the Red river, 
where they established themselves; the other tribes 
whom they found settled on the banks of the Red were 
the Crees and the Assiniboines. The Assiniboines soon 
afterwards suffered many deaths from small pox; the 
survivors of that tribe, believing that the Evil Spirit was 
the cause of that terrible visitation and that it was the will 
of the Master of Life that they should move away, went 
west and were seen no more in the neighborhood of the 
Red river. 

Chief Peguis was a man of great strength of body, and 
remarkable resoluteness and courage; he had the voice 
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and gifts of an orator, and was looked up to by the 
Indians for his wisdom. From the first he was the 
unchanging friend of the white people, and during the fur 
trade hostilities he gave convincing proof that he had at 
heart the safety of the settlers. He was the principal one 
of the five chiefs with whom Lord Selkirk on July 18, 
1817, made the treaty ‘‘at the Forks of the Red and the 
Assiniboine.”’ 

One of the earliest descriptions of Chief Peguis was 
written by Alexander Ross, who for many years was 
Sheriff of Red River, where he arrived on July 2, 1825, 
after a journey across the continent from Oregon, where 
he had been in the service of the Hudson’s Bay Company 
since 1813. In his book, The Fur Hunters of the Far 
West, which was published in 1855, he records that as he 
came up the Red river he met some Indians, who took 
him to Chief Peguis. He and Chief Peguis were friends 
for forty years; at that first meeting he failed to catch 
the Chief’s name accurately, and wrote it down jocularly 
“Seigneur Pigwise’’ in his notebook. Peguis had lost the 
_ tip of his nose, which was bitten off in a fight when he was 
a young man; but Alexander Ross made a note of “‘the 
expressive countenance’ of that “‘short, stout middle- 
aged man.’’ The Chief showed Ross his treaty medal 
and the document Lord Selkirk had given him, dated 
Fort Douglas, July 20, 1817, which testified that he was 
‘“‘a steady friend of the settlement ever since its first 
establishment’’ and “had never deserted its cause in its 
greatest reverses.”’ The document said further: 
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He has often exerted his influence to restore peace and having 
rendered most essential services to the settlers in their distresses, 
deserves to be treated with favor and distinction by the officers 
of the Company and by all friends of peace and good order. 


After leaving Chief Peguis, Alexander Ross, who was on 
horseback, jogged on. Farther up the river he “met a 
fellow dressed in red leggings, with a bunch of feathers 
stuck in his cap, and in his hand a coil of shaganappe, 
like a Piegan horse-thief.’’ (Shaganappe was rope made 
from buffalo hide cut in strips.) Ross asked the man in 
red leggings to direct him to the road to Fort Garry. The 
man pointed southward. 

“T see no road,”’ said Ross. 

‘‘There is no road,” the man said, “but go that way.”’ 

Farther on Ross saw ‘‘a small isolated dwelling among 
the trees skirting the river. Presently he met one of the 
Selkirk settlers, who, in answer to a question, said, ‘“There 
are no towns or villages, or merchants in the colony.” 

“Are there any magistrates, or any gaols?”’ asked Ross. 

‘‘No,”’ replied the settler. 

“Then,” said Ross, ‘‘you must consider honesty a 
virtue.’ 

“There is hardly a lock and key, bolt or bar, on any 
dwelling house or barn amongst us,”’ returned the settler, 
‘and our windows are parchment, without any shutters.”’ 

‘“That,’’ said Ross, ‘speaks well for the honesty of 
the inhabitants.” 

The conversation recorded by Ross gives us a glimpse 
of the peaceful, pastoral community life of the Selkirk 
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settlers, far out of the world, like a little island in mid- 
ocean, and accessible in their remoteness only by long 
journeyings through wild regions. 

Chief Peguis lived to his ninetieth year. He died in 
1864. At his funeral Archdeacons Cowley and Hunter 
officiated. On May 24, 1924, a monument in Kildonan 
Park, in Winnipeg, erected by the Lork Selkirk Associ- 
ation in memory of his staunch friendship for the white 
people of Red River and the national importance of the 
services he did the colony in its early years, was unveiled. 
The Lieutenant-Governor of Manitoba, Sir James Aikins, 
Archbishop Matheson, Hon. Colin Inkster, Sheriff of 
Winnipeg, who is one of the oldest survivors from the Red 
River era, and Chief Henry Prince, a grandson of Peguis, 
were present at that ceremony and made addresses. 
“Chief Peguis was a friend of my father,’”’ said the Arch- 
bishop. ‘They hunted together and visited each other. 
I can remember of the Chief only that he was a fine noble, 
Christian gentleman. He called my father ‘Little brother’ 
not because my father was small, but because he himself 
_ was, as he said, so big.’”’ The Archbishop’s old friend, 
Sheriff Inkster (who is now in his fifty-third year of 
continuous office as a churchwarden of St. John’s cathe- 
dral) also had stories to tell of Peguis, whom he rem- 
embers well. 

* * * * * 

The Kildonan settlement extended nearly four miles 
along the Red. The original river lots of many of the 
families were divided, as sons and daughters grew up and 
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married. Each such fractional lot had its river frontage, 
so that when the inflow of immigration from the East 
began after the establishment of the Province in 1870, 
the newcomers — ‘‘the Canadians,’ as the Red River 
people called them — when they saw the narrow farms in 
Kildonan said of the Selkirk settlers that ‘‘they farmed 
on lanes.”’ 

The language of the Selkirk settlers, who came from 
Sutherlandshire in the highlands of Scotland, was ‘‘the 
Gaelic,’’ which has never been spoken in the Orkney 
islands, where the people are of Norse stock and for many 
generations have had English as their language. So that 
until the Selkirk settlers had begun to pick up English, 
converse between them and the people of Orkney blood 
in Red River was difficult. The Kildonan people were 
quck to learn English, but still cherished their native 
tongue; when Rev. John Black arrived from Canada in 
1852, they had their own Presbyterian minister at last, 
but his lack of ‘‘the Gaelic’”’ was a sore disappointment to 
the older people among them. As the years went on, some 
Scottish people of lowland stock settled in Red River. 

“My grandfather, James Fraser,’ says Mrs. Neil 
Campbell, one of the oldest survivors from the Kildonan 


of the Red River time, “‘came of lowland people, like © 


Dr. Black, and my grandmother, Anne Bannerman, 

was of highland stock and spoke the Gaelic when she was 

young. I remember that once when there were some girls 

of neighboring families at our house when I was young, 

one of them said to my grandmother, teasing her, ‘When 
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you and Mr. Fraser did not understand each other’s 
language, how did you know what he meant when he told 
you he loved you and wanted you to be his wife?’ My 
grandmother said, “Wait until your own time comes, 
my dear, and you will know how.’ ”’ 

* * * * * 

Among the people of Orkney blood who lived in Red 
River were several Chief Factors and Chief Traders, 
whose accumulated wages and profits from the Company, 
increased greatly in some cases by investment in Montreal 
or in Great Britain, made them men of wealth. Content 
to end their days in familiar scenes and under an agree- 
able jurisdiction, they had married wives of the country, 
and on retiring to the banks of the Red they built large, 
substantial houses, in which they lived in comfort. They 
farmed their own land. In their houses was furniture 
brought out from England. ‘“‘The Company people,” 
as they were called, included married sons and daughters 
_ of William Sinclair, who was Governor for many years 
at York Factory, where he died in 1818. 

Governor Sinclair was a notable figure in the Com- 
pany’s history. He was said to be of the family of the 
old Earls of Orkney. Among his grandsons may be 
mentioned the late Sir Edward Clouston, president of 
the Bank of Montreal, and Hon. Colin Inkster, who was 
president of the old Legislative Council of Manitoba and 
has been Sheriff of Winnipeg since 1876; and among his 
granddaughters, the oldest woman surviving from the 
Red River era, Mrs. William Cowan, of Winnipeg, whose 
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ninety-third birthday was on July 9 last, and Mrs. 
R. A. Rogers, the first woman elected to the Legislature 
of Manitoba, in which she sits as one of the representatives 
of Winnipeg. 

James Sinclair, the second son of Governor Sinclair, 
after his schooling in Edinburgh was ended, entered the 
service of the Company, but his ambition and his energy 
would not let him be content with anything less than 
being independent fur trader. He was a young man of 
remarkable ability, he had the prestige of the Sinclair 
name and the advantage of his Scottish education, and he 
was successful from the first. For a time he was in part- 
nership with Andrew McDermot, an Irishman who had 
come out in the ship which brought the second party for 
the Selkirk settlement; he arrived in Red Riverin 1812, and 
before 1840 had made himself the wealthiest man in the 
settlement. McDermot avenue in Winnipeg bears his 
name. His closest friend, Sheriff Alexander Ross, said 
of him that he had learned the mother tongue of the 
people of Sutherlandshire on the voyage out, that he 
could speak the language of the Indians better than the 
Indians themselves, that he could run like a deer and 
endure hunger like an Eskimo dog. ‘‘And there isn’t a 
better judge of a man or a horse in Red River,”’ added the 
old Sheriff. 

* * * * * 

After the partnership between James Sinclair and 
Andrew McDermot ceased, Sinclair used to take his furs 
to St. Peter’s, on the Mississippi, and to St. Louis. He 
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was the first man in Rupert’s Land to send furs to Eng- 
land independently of the Company, by way of New 
York. Sir George Simpson, the Governor of the Com- 
pany, after endeavoring for several years to induce him 
to re-enter the Company’s service, was successful at last 
in having him undertake charge of the work of colonizing 
Oregon with British settlers, in the hope of holding that 
territory under the British flag. In the spring of 1841 he 
led a party of thirty-three Red River families, with their 
horses and cattle and their household belongings, across 
the continent to Oregon; on that journey he discovered 
the pass in the Rocky Mountains which is still known as 
Sinclair’s Pass. 

In the spring of 1848 he took his daughter, who is now 
Mrs. Cowan — she was then a girl of sixteen — and her 
younger sister with him on his way to St. Louis, and left 
them at Knox College, in Galesboro, Illinois, where they 
stayed two years. On their way across the plain on that 
journey, they saw the newly-built cabin of Pierre Bottin- 
eau, which was then the only building on the site of 
Minneapolis, now a city of 400,000 people. In that whole 


- area of the as yet unorganized Territory of Minnesota, 


greater by a third than the area of England and Scotland, 
the white people and the people of mixed blood numbered 
at that time only a few hundreds. 

In 1885 James Sinclair was killed in a fight at the 
Cascades of the Columbia river, in Oregon, where a large 
force of Yakimas and other Indians besieged the post 
which he had established there. The siege lasted two 
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days, and was ended by the arrival of Lieutenant Philip 

Sheridan (who was afterwards the famous General 

Sheridan, in the Civil War) with a force of United States 

cavalry. James Sinclair’s body was taken to Fort Vancou- 

ver, and was buried in the old military graveyard there. 
* * K * *k 

On the west bank of the Red river in the grounds 
surrounding ‘“‘Seven Oaks,’ the house which Sheriff Inkster 
built in 1874 and has lived in ever since, is the old Inkster 
house, which his father built in 1851. The Seven Oaks 
property is just outside the north limit of the city of 
Winnipeg. The oak logs of which the old Inkster house 
is made, all squared to a size and fastened together with 
oak pins, are as sound as they were seventy years ago. 
The locks and door handles and other fittings which 
came out from England in the Company’s ship in the 
year the house was built are still in use. There are no 
sagging timbers in that old house; the floors are level, 
and the whole house is well-preserved. 

In that old house the grandmother of Sheriff Inkster, 
Mrs. William Sinclair, the wife of Governor Sinclair, 
lived the closing years of her life as a widow; and in it 
she died. She was the daughter of an Englishman, George 
Holden, who was an officer in the Company’s service at 
York Factory; her mother was of the Cree tribe. Four 
generations of her family have always spoken of her by 
her Indian name, Nahoway. Sheriff Inkster, tall, straight 
and so active in his eighty-third year that he might easily 
be believed to be a decade younger, remembers her well. 
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Governor Sinclair’s youngest son, Colin, was born in 
1816 at Oxford House, a post of the Company between 
York factory and Norway House. In his earliest infancy 
his mother prevailed on her husband to promise her that 
instead of his being taken from her while only a child, as 
his brothers had been, and sent across the Atlantic to be 
educated, they should keep him with them. Governor 
Sinclair died before the child was two years old; and in 
1825, when Colin Sinclair was a boy of nine, the officer 
then in charge at York Factory, upon whom the executors 
of Governor Sinclair’s will had impressed the Governor’s 
desire that the boy should be educated in Scotland, was 
urged by them to send him across in the Company’s ship 
on its return voyage in that year. 

The ship was anchored several miles out from shore, 
on account of the shoal water nearer in, and was ready 
to sail. The nine-year-old boy begged to be taken out 
on the sloop to see the ship, and was happy when he was 
told that he was to be given his wish. On board the ship 
he was delighted with everything, and clambered about 
until he tired himself. The officer from York Factory 
and the captain were busy with their papers, and the 
tired boy fell asleep. The time came for the ship to sail; 
the sloop was ready to return to York Factory. The boy 
was not awakened, and the sloop returned without him. 
“T will give him all the care I would give my own child,” 
the captain promised, ‘‘and deliver him to his relatives in 
Stromness.”’ 

* * * * * 
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When Colin Sinclair came to Winnipeg in 1897, a 
man of eighty-one, he told his grandniece, Margaret 
Strang, who is now Mrs. Clifford, that when he awoke 
on the ship and found that the sloop had returned to 
York Factory without him, he cried his heart out. The 
kindness of the captain and of everybody else on board 
and his love of ships and the sea, which made his life a 
seafaring one for many years, helped to lessen his lone- 
liness and grief. He was put to school in Stromness. 
In his eighteenth year he articled on a ship in the coasting 
trade. His father had made a yearly provison for him, 
which was paid at Hudson’s Bay House in London. Once 
when he went to get it, he was stopped on the stairs by a 
short, brisk, vigorous man, with searching, humorous 
eyes, who looked at him keenly, and said ‘Are you 
not a Sinclair?”’ 

It was Sir George Simpson, who after expressing his 
surprise that the young man was not in the Company’s 
service, added “I am sailing for Canada in two weeks’ 
time, and I want you to come with me.”’ 

Young Sinclair replied that he had to serve out the 
term for which he was articled. ‘And I would rather | 
follow the sea than be a fur trader,’ he told Sir George. 

“Very well,’’ replied Sir George. ‘“‘The Company has 
ships on the sea as well as trading posts on land. I want 
you to join the Company’s service.’’ 

But when Colin Sinclair was twenty-one years of age he 
received a sum of money provided for him by his father’s 
will; and after finishing his education in Edinburgh, so 
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as to qualify himself fully as a navigator, he bought an 
interest in a ship which was engaged in the China and 
India trade. 

In time he became captain of the ship, and eventually 
her owner. On his return to England from one of his 
voyages he met in London an officer of the Hudson’s 
Bay Company, who told him his mother had gone to 
Red River, and had married again, and was now dead. 
It was true that she had gone to York Factory to live with 
her son, Thomas Sinclair, near St. Andrew’s rapids, but 
it was not true that she was dead. Colin Sinclair, who 
before that had been strangely unmindful of his mother, 
now ceased altogether, it would appear, to think of his 
relatives in Rupert’s Land. 

* * % a * 

In 1849 he took his ship to San Francisco. There the 
crew deserted to join the gold-seekers. He succeeded in 
getting another crew, and continued his seafaring life 
for several years more. At last he sold the ship, and after 
many wanderings on land he settled in San Francisco, 
where he became harbour master. After from that posi- 
tion he continued to live in San Francisco. In 1897 ina 
hotel in that city he was accosted by H. C. Stanton, of 
Roseburg, in Oregon, who had married a daughter of 
James Sinclair. As Sir George Simpson had done, Mr. 
Stanton recognised him as a Sinclair. 

From Mr. Stanton he learned that his mother had 
lived for years after he had believed her dead. He 
blamed himself too late for his failure in duty to her, 
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and resolved to go to Winnipeg and visit her grave. He 
lived the last years of his life in the old Inkster house. 
Over his mother’s grave in the churchyard of St. John’s 
cathedral he had a granite monument placed, with this 
inscription, which he wrote, cut on it: . 


SACRED 
TO THE MEMORY OF MY MOTHER 


MARGARET NAHOVWAY SINCLAIR 


THIS LAST TOKEN OF LOVE AND AFFECTION IS 
ERECTED BY HER WANDERING BOY, COLIN 


1897 


Eyes of my childhood days shall meet me, 
Lips of mother’s love shall greet me 
On the day I follow. 
Oh, what hosts of memories rise: 
Sadness dims an old man’s eyes. 

It is strange that he had his mother’s name lettered 
NAHOVWAY; in Governor Sinclair’s will it is written 
NAHOWAY, and that is the form in which the name has 
always been used by Nahoway’s children and grand- 
children. When you go to see Nahoway’s grave, by the 
side of which is her wandering son’s, you will find this 
inscription on the back of the monument: 

CAPTAIN COLIN ROBERTSON SINCLAIR 
BORN AT OXFORD HOUSE, KEEWATIN, AUGUST 12, 1816 
DIED JULY 22, 1901 

In showing the writer of these pages the upstairs 
room in the old Inkster house in which Captain Sinclair 
died, a room with windows giving wide views up and 
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down the Red river, Sheriff Inkster said ‘“My uncle Colin 
had this room fitted up as much like the cabin of a ship 
as he could make it. He had a hammock slung in it, in 
which he slept. He used to say he couldn’t be comfort- 
able in a bed.”’ 

The Sheriff was silent a while, standing at one of the 
windows, which was open, and looking out over the wide 
curve of the river. “My grandmother used to keep 
among her treasures,’’ he said, ‘‘in a silk bag, a lock of 
flaxen hair she had cut from my uncle Colin’s head when 
he was a child. She had it until she died.”’ 

x * * * * 

In regard to the half century between the death of 
Lord Selkirk and the establishment of the Province of 
Manitoba in 1870, it is to be said that historical interest 
centres on the growth of the agitation against the trade 
monopoly of the Hudson’s Bay Company. With a new 
political consciousness developing in the settlement and 

finding itself in sympathy with the broader Canadian 
sentiment growing in the East, it became increasingly 
evident that the Company, admirable as it was as a com- 
mercial organization and benevolently paternal as was 
its care for the welfare of the natives could not continue 
to be either actually or virtually the government of 
Rupert’s Land. In 1841 the municipal district of Assin1- 
boia was formed, with a Council which met in Fort Garry; 
the establishment of that Council, which was not consti- 
tuted by popular election, but in which the different sec- 
tions of the population of the settlement were represented, 
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marked the beginning of a new era in the progress towards 
the establishment of self-government in the West. 

No record of the Red River era, however brief, can 
omit mention of the great buffalo hunts on the plains. 
The ‘‘summer hunt’’ began usually in June, the ‘autumn 
hunt’’ in August. In 1820 the number of Red River

carts (two-wheeled and built altogether without iron) 
which went from the settlement for the ‘‘summer hunt”’ 
was 540; in 1840 the number of carts was 1,210, and the 
number of huntsmen, women and children in the great 
caravan which set forth for the ‘‘summer hunt’’ was 
1,600. Sheriff Ross estimated that the ‘‘summer hunt’’ 
expedition in 1840 represented £20,000 of capital supplied 
chiefly by the Company, or by private traders at Red 
River. More than 1,300 buffaloes were slaughtered in 
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one day of that hunt; not less than 2,500 before the 
expedition returned to the settlement. In his vivid 
description of the buffalo hunts he wrote: “It is not 
uncommon nowadays to see Officers of the Guards, 
Knights, Baronets and some of the higher Nobility of 
England and other countries coursing their steeds over 
the boundless plains and enjoying the pleasures of the 
chase among the half-breeds and savages of the country.”’ 
The buffalo hunting expeditions were the best organized, 
most effective and most picturesque hunting excursions 
ever carried on by any nomadic people. Red River was 
the basis; but most of the hunters were without fixed 
abodes — they ranged over the West. 
* * * * * 

The arrival of a few aggressive Canadian citizens and 
the establishment of a printing press, from which came 
on December 28, 1859, the first issue of The Nor'-Wester 
newspaper, strengthened the demand for annexation to 


Canada. “Such a country cannot remain unpeopled,”’ 


said The Nor’-Wester in its first issue. ‘The printing 
press will hasten the change.” The founders of The 
Nor’-Wester were two Canadians, William Buckingham 
and William Caldwell, who brought their press and type 
and other supplies across the plains from the south by 
Red River cart. In the early 1860’s another young 
Canadian, Dr. John Christian Schultz (who lived to 
become Lieutenant-Governor of Manitoba in 1888, and 
was knighted, and after his Lieutenant-Governorship 
became a Senator) began to be prominent among the 
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residents of Red River and took a leading part in the 
agitation for union with Canada. 

In 1868 steps were taken by the Government of the 
newly-formed Dominion with a view to the inclusion of 
Rupert’s Land within the Dominion; an agreement was 
reached the following year by which the Hudson’s Bay 
Company surrendered its territorial clarms under its 
charter to Rupert’s Land and the North-West Terri- 
tories. It is not needed to recount here the sequence of 
events which nade it necessary for the expedition under 
the command of Colonel Wolseley to come to Fort Garry 
in 1870. The French-speaking people of the Red River 
settlement imagined that the ending of the old* regime 
and the incorporation of the whole Western area as far as 
the Rockies into the new Dominion meant that they were 
in danger of being deprived of their farms and of suffering 
other wrongs. ‘“‘A knowledge of the true state of the case 
and of the advantage they would derive from union with 
Canada had been carefully kept fron them, and they 
were told to judge of Canada generally by the acts and 
bearing of some of the unreflective immigrants who had 
denounced them as cumberers of the ground, who must 
speedily nake way for the superior race about to pour 
in upon them.’ So wrote Donald A. Smith (after- 
wards Lord Strathcona) in reporting to the Dominion 
Government of the mission to Red River he undertook 
in January, 1870; he added that in some cases adven- 
turers had marked off for themselves large and valu- 
able tracts of land in Red River, and that the people

of mixed blood believed they were going to be dis- 
possessed. 
* * * * * 

In 1868 immense clouds of grasshoppers had arrived 
in Red River. Like the locusts in the land of Egypt they 
darkened the sun, and “ate every herb of the land.’ There 
was shortage of food in the settlement, and the distress 
was great; relief funds were subscribed to generously in 
Canada and in the United States, and the Dominion 
Government decided to furnish relief by beginning road- 
making operations and paying in provisions for the labor 
done. Mistakes and oversights by those in charge 
destroyed the usefulness of the undertaking. The rate 
of wages was not satisfactory; it was improved when a 
party of Red River men and with them Thomas Scott, 
a young man from Toronto who was an assistant to one 
of the surveying parties siezed the official in charge and 
threatened to ‘duck him in the river.”’ 

Letters ridiculing the people of mixed blood in Red 
River were sent to Eastern Canada by one of the road- 
making officials and were published in the newspapers, 
though some of them were not intended for publication; 
those letters caused indignation and resentment in Red 
River. Many influences combined to increase the distrust 
among the credulous Métis, who, lacking other guidance 
and control fell wnder the influence of Louis Riel. Early 
in November, 1869, Riel, having gathered about him a 
force of followers marched in through the open gates and 
took possession of Fort Garry, declaring that he and his 
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colleagues, styling themselves ‘‘the President and Repre- 
sentatives of the French-speaking population of Rupert’s 
Land in council,’ would “guard it against a danger.” 
The flag of ‘‘the Provisional Government” was raised in 
place of the Company’s flag; and the developments of 
‘“‘the Red River insurrection”’ followed fast. 
* * *K * 2k 

Whatever may be said in defence of the resistance 
of the Métis at first, Riel and his associates must have 
been convinced by the explanations of Donald A. Smith 
and the documents from Ottawa which he brought to 
Red River that all the people of the West were to be dealt 
with justly. But Riel, who a few days before the seizure 
of Fort Garry had declared that “the Metis were un- 
educated and only half-civilized, and felt that if a large 
immigration were to take place, they would probably be 
crowded out,’’ was headstrong, impetuous and inexper- 
ienced. He was incapable of wise leadership. His fiat- 
terers proclaimed him ‘‘the young Napoleon of Red 
River,” and he let their flattery mislead him from one 
false step to another until what Bishop Taché, of St. 
Boniface, spoke of as ‘‘thirst for power’’ and “‘insensate | 
pride’ made him guilty of a crime by which he destroyed 
all prospect of an honorable place for himself in Canadian 
history. That crime was the murder of Thomas Scott, 
the young man from Toronto who has already been 
mentioned. Scott was one of those who were imprisoned 
in Fort Garry for resisting the regime of Riel. He was 
accused by Riel of having been “‘abusive and insulting to 
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the President,” and after a mockery of a trial, was 
condemned to be shot. Donald A. Smith and others 
implored Riel not to be guilty of such a crime, but he 
refused even to delay the shooting. 

“We must make Canada respect us!’’ he exclaimed. 
scott was led blindfolded outside the eastern gate of 
Fort Garry and was shot by six men of the armed force of 
“the Provisional Government,’ several of whom were 
intoxicated, and one of whom refused to prime his rifle; 
one of them, after the volley was fired, discharged his 
pistol at poor Scott as he lay in his death struggle on the 
ground. 


* * * * * 


‘This is a cold-blooded murder,’’ were the last words 
spoken by Scott. His murder caused horror in Ontario; 
more volunteers came forward than were required for 
the Red River expedition, which was equipped and des- 
patched without delay, and arrived at Fort Garry on 
August 24, 1870 to find that Riel, his Adjutant-General, 
Ambroise Lépine, and another member of his Council, 
_W. B. O’Donoghue, had fled a few hours before. 

Captain G. L. Huyshe, of Colonel Wolseley’s staff, 
has left it on record that when the expedition arrived at 
Fort Garry in a deluging rainfall, the house within the 
walls in which Riel and his Council had been living was 
found in a state of confusion. ‘The breakfast things on 
the table and the documents of all kinds and private 
papers of the ex-President lying about betokened a hasty 
retreat.’”’ He relates that Riel and the two companions of 
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his flight rode all day southward and when night came 
slept on the bank of the Red river. They were not 
pursued. Next morning they found that their horses 
had disappeared. They continued their journey on 
foot. To cross the Red they made a raft of fence rails and 
branches of dead trees tied together with their braces 
and some of their garments. Riel lost one boot in the mud 
of the river bank. They had had nothing to eat since 
leaving Fort Garry except a few dried fish at the cabin of 
a Métis. On their way along the Pembina trail to the 
United States they met a man in a Red River cart jour- 
neying to the settlement. ‘“‘Tell them,’’ exclaimed Riel, 
whose instinct for dramatic utterance and gesture did not 
fail him even when he was bedraggled and with only one 
boot, ‘‘that he who ruled in Fort Garry until yesterday 
is now a homeless wanderer, with nothing to eat but a 
dried sucker! ”’

Fifteen years later Louis Riel, who had been adjudged 
an outlaw for felony and was living in the Western States, 
returned to Canada to take part in the Saskatchewan 
rebellion. After that trouble was ended, Riel, who had 
been taken prisoner, was tried at Regina on a charge of 
treason, and found guilty, and was hanged there on 
september 8, 1885. Such was the ending of “‘the young 
Napoleon of Red River,’’ of whom Bishop (afterwards 
Archbishop) Taché wrote that he was “‘gifted with bril- 
liant qualities of head and heart,” but that ‘‘he had an 
unbridled ambition, which poisoned his intelligence.” 
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The Red River rebellion, after all, apart from the 
murder of Thomas Scott, was a comparatively small 
affair, but of great national importance; it fixed the 
attention of Eastern Canada upon the West, and the 
ready response to the call for volunteers for the Red 
River expedition disclosed and strengthened the spirit of 
Canadian national unity. 

* * * * * 

With the beginning of the development of the West 
after the establishment of the Province of Manitoba, in 
1870, a new era began in Canadian history. By its posi- 
tion of central importance in the Dominion the eldest of 
the Prairie Provinces has taken a leading part and is 
destined to continue to take a leading part in the work 
of building up and strengthening the fabric of a solidly 
united Canada based on the welding together of West 
and East. The animating spirit of Manitoba is the spirit 
of Canadian unity. The history of this Province is a record 
of the working of that spirit of true Canadianism. 

In 1870 the journey of 1,400 miles through Canada to 
the Red River settlement, by the Great Lakes and by the 
Dawson Route from Prince Arthur’s Landing, now Port 
Arthur, which was a succession of stretches of wagon 
road and river and lake navigation, was slow and labor- 
ious. Even by the railway route via Chicago the incom- 
ing settler was brought only within four hundred miles 
of Fort Garry. The agricultural industry of the settle- 
ment was limited, as there was no outside market; in 
fact, all the early settlement had been conditioned by the 
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belief that the higher land back from the rivers could not 
be cultivated successfully, and that human activities in 
the West were destined to be confined practically to 
trapping, hunting and fur-trading. Yearly the great 
brigades of Red River carts traveled to St. Cloud, in 
Minnesota, carrying out furs and bringing back supplies;

a considerable number of men in the settlement found 
employment in freighting. The freight rates from St. 
Paul were 16 shillings per hundred pounds, payable half 
in cash and half in goods. To supply public revenue, 
there was a duty of four percent ad valorem on imports, 
except that on ale, wine and spirits a duty of 25 per cent 
was levied; these duties continued to be imposed for four 
years after the transfer of Rupert’s Land to the Dominion. | 
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For eight hundred miles westward of Fort Garry 
stretched the plains, with no fixed habitations except the 
trading posts of the Hudson’s Bay Company located at 
carefully chosen points. When the Province of Manitoba 
was established there were the beginnings of a second 
settlement in the neighbourhood of Fort Edmonton, and 
there was a small community of people of mixed blood at 


Prince Albert. Upon the plains some 30,000 Indians 


lived their nomadic life. Among the problems which had 
to be dealt with were the quietening of the Indian and 
the “‘half-breed”’ titles to the land, the surveying of the 
prairies and making them available for settlers upon so ne 
simple practicable basis, the providing of roads and rail- 
ways, and the maintenance of law and order over a terri- 
tory half as large as Europe. 

Within three years of the transfer, the Great Lone 
Land was provided with the Northwest Mounted Police, 
whose name and fame are world-wide; no organized force 
for the preservation of law and order has ever won higher 


reputation. 
* * * * * 


When Baron Byng of Vimy in the fall of 1922, the 
year after he became Governor-General, made his first 
journey to the West, he visited Robert Fisher on the 
farm at Oak Bank, twenty miles from the Red river, on 
which in 1872, a young Scots soldier who had taken his 
discharge from Colonel Wolseley’s command, he had 
started farming, in spite of all the advice that he was 
given against trying to grow wheat so far back from the 
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In 1876 the yield of wheat was 480,000 bushels, of 
oats, 380,000 bushels, and of barley, 373,000 bushels: 
by that time there were ten flour mills in the Province 
having a combined run of twenty stones. In that year, 
when the wheat crop averaged 3214 bushels to the acre, 
the first shipment of wheat was made. It was a lot of 
eight hundred and fifty seven bushels shipped by Higgins 
and Young, merchants of Winnipeg to Steele Brothers, 
Toronto to be sold by them for seed as No. 1 Hard. In 
1878 the wheat yield of Manitoba was more than a million 
bushels. 

The settlement extended slowly westward and south- 
westward from Winnipeg along the water courses and 
the prospective lines of railway. Doubting the fertility 
of the soil, the early homesteaders did not settle on 
the treeless prairies; it was not until the coning of the 
Mennonites that the possibilities of homesteading on 
the prairie were demonstrated. A writer in 1879 has 
left us in a few words a picture of the coming of the 
Mennonites: 


In 1875 the few settlers at Pembina Mountain fondly hoped 
that, in the course of fifteen or twenty years, this plain (lying 
between the Pembina Mountain and the Red river) would 
become settled, notwithstanding the absence of timber. Beiore 
the summer was over, a long line of camp fires, extending for 
miles and miles announced one evening to the lonely settlers that 
6,000 Mennonites had located on seventeen townships. Itis 1879 
now, and farms on that plain are as hard to get and are as valuable 
as our much vaunted timber claims along the Mountain; and west 
a hundred miles to Turtle Mountain rolls the tide of immigration. 
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In the year after the coning of the Mennonites 250 
Icelandic settlers took up land along the shore of Lake 
Winnipeg, some sixty miles north of Winnipeg, and 
formed the first and largest of the settlements of Icelandic 
people in different parts of the Province; among the note- 
worthy individuals of this stock must be mentioned that 
distinguished son of Manitoba, Vilhjalmur Stefansson, 
the scientist and explorer, who was born at the village 
of Arnes, on Lake Winnipeg, on November 3, 1879. 

x * * x * 

The first train over the first railway to be operated in 
Manitoba, which was called the Pembina branch of the 
Canadian Pacific, made the run from Emerson to St. 
Boniface, across the river from Winnipeg, on December 
7, 1878; it was only in 1877 that the tri-weekly stage 
service under contract with the Government which had 
been established in 1871 between Abercrombie, in Min- 
nesota, and Winnipeg, had become a daily service. In 
1872 the appearance on the Red river of the sternwheel 
steamer Selkirk, owned by James J. Hill, of St. Paul, an 
active young Canadian who was destined to play an 
important part in railway development, meant the ending 
of the old picturesque cross-country freighting by cara- 
vans of loudly-creaking Red River carts. By 1874 there 
were seven steamers plying on the Red. 

The formation of the St. Paul, Minneapolis and Mani- 
toba Railway Company, 1879, under the presidency of 
George Stephen, with James J. Hill as general manager, 
and Donald A. Smith as one of the board of directors 
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inaugurated an undertaking which had developments 
culminating in the completion six years later of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway from Montreal to Vancouver. 
From the beginning the problems of transportation have 
been among the master problems of the West. With the 
completion of the first transcontinental railway system 
development began to go forward rapidly. The year 
1896 saw the beginning of the Canadian Northern Rail- 
way, and in 1904 the Grand Trunk Pacific came into 
being; the growth and history of these newer transport- 
ation systems, and the eventual formation of the present 
Canadian National Railway system are too recent and 
well known to require to be dwelt on. 
* * * * * 

The growth of Winnipeg, which was incorporated as a 
city in 1873, and is now the third city in the Dominion, 
has kept pace with the development of the West. St. 
Boniface, the city across the Red, is thriving, and all the 
other towns throughout the Province are brisk and pros- 
perous centres we population and activity. Brandon, 
the largest place in Manitoba outside Winnipeg, is a 
younger city than Portage la Prairie; more than twenty 
years ago such large quantities of wheat were marketed 
there that it became known as the Wheat City. The 
original settlement at Portage la Prairie is mentioned in 
the fur-traders’ records early in the last century. Selkirk 
in the 1870’s was a rival of Winnipeg; for several years 
it was believed that the C.P.R. would cross the Red river 
at Selkirk. The first settlers went into the Morden 
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district in 1874. The settlement of the Neepawa and 
Souris districts came soon afterwards; and it was not 
until the building of the Canadian Northern that the 
development of the Dauphin district began to go forward 
rapidly. 

* * * * 

There is room here only for the briefest summary of 
a political history of the Province which soon after its 
establishment began to be described as “‘the Cinderella 
of Confederation.’’ From its first decade Manitoba has 
been the testing ground for the statesmanship of the 
contending leaders in the Federal political arena. If 
Red River had developed into a Crown Colony, like 
British Columbia, whose origin was equally small, and 
had then negotiated for entrance into the Canadian Con- 
federation, Manitoba would have had a different history. 
Manitoba was long inconspicuous on the map of Canada, 
but it was never politically unimportant; no other Pro- 
vince of all the nine that span the continent has had a 
political history so varied. It has again and again sup- 
plied the Dominion political field with issues of the first 
magnitude; one of these issues, the Manitoba school 
question in the 1890's, threw the whole Dominion into | 
a long political convulsion; it dwarfed all other Dominion 
issues, dominated the Federal situation for years, and 
changed the face of Canadian politics. 

Each of the decades of the first half century of Mani- 
toba’s history had its predominant political issue. The 
political history of the Province is a record of a succession 
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of struggles with the Federal authorities for better terms, 
for enlargement of the Provincial boundaries, for the right 
fully to exercise the powers of self-government conferred 
by the Constitution. Neither in 1885 when the Govern- 
ment of Sir John Macdonald was in power at Ottawa, nor 
twenty years later, when the Government of Sir Wilfred 
Laurier was in power, was there proof given at Ottawa 
of what can rightly be described as wise foresight. 
Manitoba has had thus far twelve Premiers. The 
predecessors of the present Premier, Hon. John Bracken, 
were Hon. Alfred Boyd, Hon. Marc Amable Girard, Hon. 
Henry James Clarke, Hon. Robt. Atkinson Davis, Hon. 
John Norquay, Hon. David Howard Harrison, Hon. 
Thomas Greenway, Hon. (now Sir) Hugh John Mac- 
donald, Hon. (later Sir) Rodmond P. Roblin and Hon. 
- Tobias Crawford Norris. The first outstanding and 
notable figure in the public light of the Province was 
' Hon. John Norquay, the only Premier of Manitoba born 
within the limits of the Province; his father, John 
Norquay, was an Orkney man in the service of the 
Hudson’s Bay Company. He was educated at St. John’s 
Academy, and was a man of great strength, both physical 
and mental; he had compelling gifts as an orator, his 
integrity of character won and held for him the respect 
of all his fellow citizens, and his resolute fight for ‘‘better 
terms” for Manitoba made him extraordinarily popular 
throughout the Province. The refusal of the Govern- 
ment at Ottawa to grant the ‘“‘better terms’’ demanded 
by the Norquay administration, and its declared policy 
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of disallowing any railway charters granted by the Legis- 
lature of the Province, and Premier Norquay’s reluctance 
to break outright with his political friends at Ottawa led 
to the formation of a strong opposition in the Legislature, 
under the capable leadership of Thomas Greenway, who, 
before settling in Manitoba, had represented an Ontario 
constituency in the Dominion House. 

For the first time Dominion party lines were drawn 
strictly in the Province. The Norquay Government was 
now prepared to defy the Government at Ottawa, and 
began the construction of a Provincial railroad to the 
international boundary, but the popular support which it 
had lost was not recovered and Premier Norquay, after 
holding the Premiership for nine years, gave it over to 
Hon. Dr. Harrison, who held it less than four weeks. 

In January, 1888, Hon. Thomas Greenway, at the head 
of a Liberal Government, entered upon a Premiership 
which lasted for twelve years. The Government at 
Ottawa gave up the attempt to prevent the Provincial 
chartering of railways. The Manitoba school question 
arose out of the Provincial legislation in 1890 terminating 
the use of the French language and the old dual public 
school system, Protestant and Roman Catholic, and 
establishing a public school system which recognised no 
such distinction. The issue thus created dominated the 
politics of the Province and of the Dominion during the 
ereater part of the succeeding decade; it was mainly that 
issue which ended the eighteen years Conservative rule at 
Ottawa and brought the Liberals into power under Laurier. 
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The Provincial general election of 1899 ended the 
Greenway regime and brought the Conservatives into 
power with the Hon. Hugh John Macdonald as Premier; 
he retired after nine months and was succeeded by Hon. 
Rodmond P. Roblin, who held the Premiership con- 
tinuously from October, 1900 until May, 1915, winning 
in that time four general elections. After the Liberal 
regime at Ottawa had given way in 1911 to a Conservative 
regime, Premier Roblin secured for Manitoba, which he 
had described in the Legislature and on many a platform 
as “The postage stamp Province,’’ an extension of terri- 
tory to Hudson Bay and a readjustment of the Federal 
grants which placed the Province on a basis of equality 
with the new neighbour Provinces, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta. The Roblin regime distinguished itself by its 
railway policy. 

Sir Rodmond and his colleagues resigned in May, 
1915, on account of irregularity which had occurred in 
the construction of the new Parliament buildings; Hon. 
T. C. Norris the leader of the Liberal Opposition in the 
Legislature, was called to the Premiership, and the 
general election in August, 1915, resulted in a strong 
majority for the Norris Government. Among the notable 
things in the record of that Government were the estab- 
lishment of equal franchise in 1916; Manitoba was the 
first of the Provinces to remove the sex disqualification in 
citizenship. The same year saw prohibition established. 
Legislation for compulsory education, for the abolition 
of bi-lingualism in the public schools, for state pensions 
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for widows with dependent children, for the minimum 
wage for women and children, for the Joint Council of 
Industry, for a Workmen’s Compensation system and 
other new arrangements in accordance with the rapidly 
advancing public demand, came into operation. 

The general election in June, 1920, in which the 
Proportional Representation system was introduced in 
the election of the Winnipeg members, placed in the 
Legislature 21 supporters of the Norris Government, 
12 Farmers, 11 Labor members, 7 Conservatives and 
4 Independents. The breaking up of the Legislature 
into these groups placed the Government in a difficult 
position in the two sessions before the next general election 
in July, 1922, in which 27 of the candidates of the United 
Farmers of Manitoba were elected, a number which the 
deferred election in the 3 northernmost constituencies 
increased to 30; there were 7 Government candidates 
elected, 8 Independents, 6 Conservatives, 3 Labor 
Socialist and 3 Labor candidates. The dominant group 
tendered to Professor John Bracken, President of the 
Manitoba College of Agriculture, who had not been a 
candidate in the election, the task of forming a Gov- 
ernment; he was elected member for The Pas (in one of 
the deferred elections), and on August 8, 1922, the 
Bracken Government took office. 

All the Premiers have shown themselves vigorous 
fighters for the rights of Manitoba. Norquay, the able 
and brilliant native son of Manitoba, sowed seed which 
was to ripen into success for others. Greenway vindicated 
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the self-governing rights of the Province. Roblin secured 
the extension of the Province to Hudson Bay. Norris 
endeavoured, as Bracken has continued to endeavour, to 
secure for Manitoba control of its natural resources in 


lands, water powers, minerals, lumber and fisheries. 
* * os * 


The total enlistment during the Great War in Military 
District No. 10, which includes Manitoba and the portion 
of Ontario west of Port Arthur, was 3,122 officers and 
95,392 men, making in all a force of 98,154. A close 
estimate gives Manitoba credit for 86,000 of that total. 
On the basis of poulation, as given in the 1911 census 
returns, this means nearly one out of every five people 
in the Province. Between the ages of eighteen and forty- 
five Manitoba had 122,762 men, according to the census 
returns. Two-thirds of this number were in khaki, and 
all but 6,787 were volunteers. It is true, of course, that 
Winnipeg, as a recruiting centre, drew men from all parts 
of the West. With due allowance for this fact, Manitoba’s 
record entitles the Province to a place in the front rank; 
with only about one-sixteenth of the population of the 
Dominion, Manitoba sent about one-ninth of the total 
number of recruits from Canada for overseas service. 

Despite the drain made upon the man-power during 
the earlier enlistments, the recruiting in Winnipeg alone 
during the winter of 1915-16 rose to an average of 500 a 
day. Twenty-one battalions in Winnipeg were con- 
tending to reach their full quota of strength; and artillery, 
cavalry, medical, engineering and all other branches of 
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the Army had their depots established in Winnipeg and 
were receiving recruits. During the spring of 1916 more 
than 20,000 troops were quartered in Winnipeg. There 
were temporary barracks all over the city; troops were 
quartered in Knox College, in the old and new Agricultural 
College buildings, in the buildings at the Exhibition 
Grounds, and in many other buildings which had been 
hastily fitted up for the purpose. Camp Hughes had 
become the second largest city in Manitoba; more than 
30,000 troops were quartered there, in training. 
* * * * * 

Eight battalions from Manitoba retained their identity 
in the Canadian Corps. In this number is included the 
16th Canadian Scottish battalion, to which, at the outset 
Manitoba contributed only one company, from the 
Cameron Highlanders; but as the War went on that 
unit was reinforced by Manitoba troops and came to be 
known as a Manitoba battalion. The Province was thus 
represented in the line by the 8th, 10th, 16th, 27th, 43rd, 
44th, 78th and 107th battalions; and the Fort Garry 
Horse and the Lord Strathcona Horse which constituted 
two-thirds of the Canadian cavalry brigades, were 
Winnipeg units. Every branch of the Army had its 
representative from Manitoba; and many men from 
Manitoba served in the navy. More than 6,000 men 
passed through some of the battalions which were re- 
cruited and reinforced from this Province. On one day 
during the battle of the Somme the published casualty 
lists contained the names of a thousand men who enlisted 
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from Manitoba. It has been estimated that the total 
number of Manitoba casualties was at least 24,000, of 
which total one out of every four was killed in action, or 
died of wounds or of other causes. 

The Victoria Cross was given to thirteen men from 
Manitoba. They were Sergeant Leo Clark, V.C., Ser- 
geant Ralph Spall, V.C., Company Sergeant-Major F. W. 
Hall, V.C., and Lieutenant James E. Tait, V.C., M.C. 
(these four made the supreme sacrifice), Lieutenant Alan 
McLeod, V.C. (who died soon after his return home), 
Lieutenant-Colonel William G. Barker, V.C., D.S.O., 
M.C., D.F.C., Sergeant F. C. Coppins, V.C., Sergeant 
Alexander Brereton, V.C., Captain F. N. W. Harvey, 
V.C., Captain Coulson N. Mitchell, V.C., M.C., Captain 
Christopher P. J. O'Kelly, V.C., M.C., Captain Robert 
Shankland, V.C., D.C.M., and Sergeant Raphael Zengali 
V.C., M.M. Sergeant A. H. L. Richardson, of the Strath- 
cona Horse, and Lieutenant H. Strachan, of the Fort, 
Garry Horse, also received the Victoria Cross; neither, 
however, enlisted in Manitoba. Mention may be made 
here also of Lieutenant-Colonel G. R. Pearkes, V.C., 
D.S.0., M.C., A.D.C., General Staff Officer, Military 
District No. 10, Headquarters, Tuxedo Barracks, Winni-

The years of anguish and endeavor during the Great 
War — of anguish unutterable and endeavor unsurpassed 
— have left their marks indelibly upon the minds and 
hearts of the people of Manitoba, whose sorrow for the 
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brave Manitobans who gave their lives in the War is 
enduring and whose sympathy with the maimed survivors 
is deeply felt and practical. Of the men and women from 
Manitoba who did heroic service during the War years it 
can be said with truth that their name is legion. Among 
the Manitobans whose names stand out in the roll of 
officers in the Canadian Corps nay be mentioned the late 
Major-General Sir Sam B. Steele, K.C.M.G., C.B., 
M.V.C., the late Major-General L. J. Lipsett, C.B., 
C.M.G., Major-General A. D. McRae, C.B., Major- 
General Sir Angus Macdonell, K.C.B., C.M.G., D.S.O., 
Major-General H. D. B. Ketchen, C.B., C.M.G.., Brigadier- 
General D. M. Ormond, C.M.G., D.S.O., Brigadier-Gen- 
eral James Kirkcaldy, C.M.G., D.S.O., Brigadier-General 
R. W. Paterson, C.M.G., D.S.O., and Brigadier-General H. 
N. Ruttan, C.M.G., Brigadier-General Hugh Dyer, C.M.G. 

Manitoba was the first Province to organize for the 
care of its soldier dependents. No Province developed 
more rapidly or more efficiently the network of organiz- 
ations to do the things which the War brought the neces- 
sity of doing at home during the War and since the War. 
That the Great War was not the first war in which men 
from Manitoba distinguished themselves need not be said; 
the Province was well represented in the War in South 
Africa, and the military monument in front of the City 
Hall in Winnipeg, has carved upon it the names of the 
brave men of the 90th Winnipeg Rifles who fell in the 


fighting in the Saskatchewan rebellion in 1885. 
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A century ago, in the time of the Selkirk regime, the 
white population in this part of the world formed a small, 
utterly remote and isolated settlement. Under the 
Hudson’s Bay Company this region became an outpost 
of British interests west of the Great Lakes and north of 
the 29th parallel of latitude in touch with an expanding 
settlement and development in the United States west of 
the Mississippi. After the Province of Manitoba was 
constituted, it stood for more than a generation as the 
frontier Province upon the threshold of the Territories 
beyond, which are now Provinces. Manitoba’s destiny as 
an important part of the Canadian nation was foreseen 
by Lord Dufferin, who, when he visited Winnipeg as 
Governor-General of the Dominion in 1877, said: 


It was here that Canada, emerging from her woods and 
forests, first gazed upon her rolling prairies and unexplored 
Northwest, and learned as by an unexpected revelation that her 
historical territories of the Canadas, her Eastern seaboards of 
New Brunswick, Labrador, Nova Scotia, her Laurentian lakes 
and valleys, cornlands and pastures, though themselves more 
extensive than half a dozen European kingdoms, were but the 
vestibules and antechambers to that, until then, undreamt-of 
Dominion, whose illimitable dimensions alike confound the 
arithmetic of the surveyor and the verification of the explorer. 
It was hence that, counting her past achievements as but the pre- 
face and prelude to her future exertions and expanding destinies, 
she took a fresh departure, received the afflatus of a more Im- 
perial inspiration, and felt herself no longer a mere settler along the 
banks of a single river, but the owner of half a continent, and in 
the amplitude of her possessions, in the wealth of her resources, in 
the sinews of her material might, the peer of any power on earth. 
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Manitoba’s position of central importance in Canada 
has been enhanced greatly since Lord Dufferin spoke the 
foregoing words. With its frontage on Hudson Bay, 
Manitoba is now a maritime Province. Its resources—the 
fertility of its prairie loam and the richness of its natural 
pasturage, the maritime possibilities on Hudson Bay, the 
deposits of mineral wealth in its northern stretches, the 
immense volume of available water power for manu- 
facturing purposes, the extensive tracts of pulpwood 
adjacent to power sites on the rivers, its furs and its 
fisheries — are of a diversity which will prove increasingly 
serviceable in furthering Canadian national development 
by uniting the more distinctive Western Canadian and 
Eastern Canadian interests. The confident optimism 
with which the people of Manitoba, animated by the 
spirit of united Canadianism, are working energetically 
at productive industry and looking forward to a great 
expansion of development is justified by their knowledge 
of their Province’s abundant and varied resources.

Arxins: His Honor Sir James Albert Manning, K.B., M.A., K.C., Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of Manitoba. Born at Grahamsville, Peel County, Ontario, 
December 10, 1851. Son of Hon. J C. Aikins, P.C., LL.B. and Mary Elizabeth 
Aikins. Educated at Richview Public Schools, Brampton Grammar School, 
Upper Canada College, Toronto University (B.A.)1875, (M.A.) 1876. Casied to 
the Ontario Bar, 1878. Came to Winnipeg and called to the Manitoba Bar, 1879. 
Called to the North Western Territories Bar (Sask. and Alta.), 1882. Created 
Q.C., 1884; President of the Canadian Bar Association, President of the Manitoba 
Bar Association. Bencher, Manitoba Law Society. Since 1880, has served as 
Secretary-Treasurer and President Manitoba Law Society; Counsel for the 
Department of Justice, 1879-1896; Counsel for Manitoba Government, drafting 
Manitoba Liquor Bill, 1900; Counsel for the C.P.R. Western Canada, 1881-1911. 
Appointed by the Dominion Government one of the Royal Commission to investi- 
gate and report on administration of justice in North-West Territories, 1880. 
Appointed by Dominion Government to represent Canada at the International 
Congress on Moral Education at The Hague, 1912. Appointed by the Manitoba 
Government a member of the Royal Commission concerning agricultural education,

Married Mary F. MacDonnell, Jan. 9, 
1885, (deceased); secondly, married Miss Swinford. Has two sons and a daughter 
(one son served in France with C.E.F., killed in action May, 1917). The Chief 
Justice was educated at Brampton Public School, Brampton Grammar School, 
Toronto University. Was Head Master Brampton High School, engaged in 
newspaper work with the Toronto Globe. Studied law in Ontario. Called to the 
Ontario Bar, 1879. Came to Manitoba in 1882. Practised law for several years. 
Secretary and President Manitoba Law Society. Appointed to the Court of 
King’s Bench, August, 1903; Court of Appeal, 1907; Chief Justice in 1918. Has 
travelled extensively.

MacDona.Lp: Honourable Sir Hugh John, K.C.M.G., K.C., Police Magis- 
trate of Winnipeg. Late Premier of Manitoba. Only son of the late Righ, 
Honourable Sir John A. MacDonald, Premier of Canada and his wife, Isabella 
daughter of the late Alexander Clark, Esq., of Dalnavert, Scotland. Born in 
Kingston, Ontario, March 13, 1850. Married Jean Murray, 1876, (deceased) . 
married Agnes Gertrude Van Koughnet. Was educated at Queen’s Preparatory 
School (Kingston), Toronto University. Called to the Ontario Bar, 1872, created 
a Q.C. in 1890. Served as a private in the 14th Battalion, Volunteer Militia, 
Cornwall 1866. Ensign, 1st Ontario Riflesin the Red River (Wolseley) Expedition. 
Lieutentant and Captain, 90th Battalion, Winnipeg Rifies, North-West Rebellion 
1885. Ex-President Manitoba Rifle Association. First elected to the House of, 
Commons for Winnipeg, 1896. Sworn of the Privy Council and assumed the 
Portfolio of Minister of the Interior, Tupper Cabinet, May 1, 1896; held office 
until the resignation of the Premier in July that year. Premier of Manitoba from 
January 8 until October 29, 1900. Appointed Police Magistrate of Winnipeg, 
Dec. 12, 1911. Knighted in 1913. Celebrated his 75th birthday this year, 
felicitated at banquet of the Canadian Club. Sir Hugh John was just coming 
into young manhood when Confederation was formed. He has seen practically 
the whole growth of the West. The son of an illustrious father whose name will 
always stand out in Canadian history, he has himself rendered valuable public 
service, one of the real old timers of Manitoba who carries the good wishes of her 
citizens. 


MatTuHers: Honorable Thomas Graham, Chief Justice of the Court of King’s 
Bench, Manitoba. Born at Lucknow, Ontario. Son of Christopher Mathers 
formerly of County Armagh, Ireland, and Rachel Graham of County Fermanagh, 
Ireland. Married Jessie Waugh, daughter of Richard Waugh, Journalist, 1892. 
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Has a son and a daughter. Was educated at’ Lucknow and Kincardine. Called 
to the Manitoba Bar, 1890, Solicitor for Manitoba Government Railways, 1880-

Norris: Honorable Tobias Crawford, Ex-Premier of Manitoba. Farmer. 
Son of Arthur and Phoebe Norris. Born at Brampton, Ontario, September 5, 
1861. Member of the R.M. of Sifton in 1895. Elected to the Legislature of 
Manitoba, 1896-1899; defeated by 16 votes in 1903; re-elected in 1910-13-20-22. 
Leader of the Opposition for several years; upon the resignation of the Roblin 
Government in May 12, 1915, was called on to form a Cabinet; this he did and 
was sustained at the polls by an overwhelming majority; resigned the Premiership 
on August 8, 1922. Contested constituency of South Winnipeg, Federal Election, 
1925; defeated by Hon. Robert Rogers. EEE Griswold, Man. 


SINNOTT: The Most Reverend Lord Alfred Arthur, D.D., Archbishop of 
Winnipeg. Appointed first Archbishop of Winnipeg, December 9, 1915. Was 
consecrated at Ottawa by His Excellence Mgr. Stagni, the Apostolic Delegate to 
Canada on September 21, 1916, and was installed in St. Mary’s Cathedral, 
Winnipeg on the following Christmas Eve. Archbishop Sinnott was born at 
Crapaud, Prince Edward Island, February 22, 1877. His father John Sinnott was 
a public works contractor, and was engaged in the construction of a bridge at 
Crapaud When the future Archbishop was born. His mother was one of a gifted 
family named McAuley, and two cousins have made the name McInerney well 
known, one as a speaker in the House of Commons at Ottawa, the other by his 
medical skill in the city of St. John, N. B. The Archbishop’s boyhood years were 
spent at his father’s farm, facing St. Peter’s Harbor. When only 13 years old 
Alfred Sinnott passed the Matriculation examination admitting him to the Prince 
of Wales College, Charlottetown. In September 1891 he began his classical 
studies at St. Dustan’s College. From the first his ability and application placed 
him foremost among his fellow students. He enjoys the distinction of being one 
of the most talented boys who passed through the school; after further studies at 
Montreal he took his B.A. degree at Laval University; in 1896 he entered the 
Grand Seminary at Montreal, where he surpassed all competitors in Philosophy 
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and Theology, and obtained his double degree, Bachelor of Theology and Canon 
Law. In 1899 he went to Rome for a post graduate course of Canon Law at the 
Apolinare and won the further degree of D.C.L.; on February 18, 1900, Dr. 
Sinnott was ordained Priest by Archbishop Stonor at the Canadian College, Rome. 
In the summer of 1901, Dr. Sinnott returned to America and was appointed Pro- 
fessor at St. Dustan’s College; two years later he was chosen to be Private Sec- 
retary to Cardinal Sbarretti then Apostolic Delegate to Canada; he continued his 
office of Secretary under the next Papal Delegate, Mgr. Stagni, and in 1907 was 
invested with the rank of Monsignor. His thirteen years tenure of office at 
Ottawa gave Mer. Sinnott a knowledge of ecclesiastical affairs in Canada, and 
an insight into all important events of this continent that stands unrivalled. 
Under his rule the Archdiocese of Winnipeg is developing rapidly, new churches 
have been built, fresh missions established, useful institutions set up; an infants’ 
home founded, a summer camp for the children provided, and the ranks of English 
speaking clergy augmented. His Grace is an eloquent preacher, a stylist, a keen 
scholar and a generous friend. His Grace celebrated his 25th Jubilee this current 
year, 1925. 


BLAack: Honorable Francis Mollison, Vice-President Winnipeg Street 
Railway; Late Provincial Treasurer of Manitoba. Born at Kilmarnock, Scotland, 
July 17, 1870. Son of Francis M. and Mrs. Black. Married Margaret Elizabeth 
McIntosh of Vancouver, B.C., July 10, 1895. Has one son and three daughters. 
Was educated at Perth Academy, Scotland and King’s College, London. Entered 
Civil Service London, 1886; Joined the staff of the Union Discount Company 
Ltd., London, 1889. Came to Vancouver, B.C., in the service of the Bank of 
British Columbia, 1892. In business on own account in Vancouver, 1898-1901. 
Joined P. Burns Co. Ltd., in Nelson, B.C., removed to Calgary, Alta., 1909 as 
Treasurer and later Director of that company; resigned in 1917 to become member 
of Public Utilities Commission of Alberta; in December of same year, became 
Treasurer of United Grain Growers Ltd., Winnipeg; in August, 1922, was appointed 
Provincial Treasurer of Manitoba, representing Rupert’s Land in the Legislature; 
served as Western Representative on the Food Control Board in Ottawa, 1917; 
President Calgary Board of Trade, 1916-17. Member Manitoba Club, Southwood 
Golf Club. Resigned in 1924, to become Vice-President, Winnipeg Street Rail- 
way Co. Recreations: Golf and art. Presbyterian. Address, 27 Kennedy St.,

BENARD: The Honorable Aime, Senator. Son of Leon and Sarah Benard 
(nee Warner) (French Canadians). Born November 21, 1873, Henryville, 
Quebec.

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Agent; Vice-President, Standard Supply and Investment Co. and Franco Cana- 
dienne Investment Co. Farms at Benard, Man., 4000 to 5000 acres; has large 
dairy farm, 300 pure bred cows, also farms large ranch at Lake Winnipeg, 1000 
head of cattle. Elected to the Manitoba Legislature for Assiniboia Constituency, 
1907-1909; elected for Iberville, Manitoba, 1914-15; summoned to the Senate, 
Sept. 3, 1907.

INKSTER: Hon. Colin, Sheriff, Eastern Judicial District of Manitoba. Born 
at Kildonan, Winnipeg, Manitoba, August 3, 1843. Son of John and Mary (Sin- 
clair) Inkster. Married Ann Tait, 1871 (deceased). Has three sons and two 
daughters. Was educated at St. John’s College, Winnipeg. Sheriff Inkster’s father 
came to Canada from the Orkney Islands in the year 1821 and began his career 
as a stone mason receiving the pay of fifteen English pounds a year, he was later 
made a Magistrate and a Justice of the Peace; was a Councillor of Assiniboia. 
Sheriff Inkster, who is one of the oldest and best known citizens of Winnipeg, 
was a member of the first legislature of Manitoba in 1871; Speaker of the House in 
1876; was appointed Sheriff in the same year, has held the position continuously; 
he is the only surviving member of the first legislature; only surviving councillor 
of the original St. John’s College; has occupied the position of Rector’s Warden 
of St. John’s Cathedral for over fifty years and still retains the position. Recrea- 
tions: Shooting, walking and skipping the rope every morning for exercise to 
which he attributes his good health and youthful appearance.

CLusB: Hon. William Reid, Minister of Public Works, Manitoba Govern- 
ment.

Educated at Public Schools, Agricultural College, Manitoba Univer- 
sity. Family came to Manitoba from London, Ontario. Member Morris Council, 
1916-20; Member of the Legislature for the Constituency of Morris, 1920-22;

S. Jones. Has two sons anda daughter. Was educated at Owen Sound Collegi- 
ate, Toronto University, United Free Church College, Glasgow, Scotland; gradu- 
ated from Toronto University in 1899, (B.A.) winner of Governor General’s 
Gold Medal; graduated in Theology with highest honors, 1902, (United Free 
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Church College, Glasgow); made a tour through Palestine in company with Sir 
George Adam Smith, and party of British Scholars; called to Crescent St., Presby- 
terian Church, Montreal, May 1902. Life Governor, General Hospital, Montreal; 
Governor, McKay Institute for Deaf and Dumb, Montreal. Charter Member, 
Canadian Club; (Member of Executive) Chaplain of Montreal Curling Club. 
Lecturer in Apologetics, Montreal Presbyterian College, 1903; Declined Chair of 
Apologetics, 1906.

STEFANSSON: Vilhjalmur, M.A., LL.D., Arctic Explorer. Manitoba’s most 
celebrated native son. Born at Arnes, Manitoba, Nov. 3, 1879. Son of Johann 
and Ingibjorg (Johannesdottir) Stefansson. Educated at Preparatory Depart- 
ment and State University of North Dakota; B.A. State University of Iowa, 
1903; Harvard Divinity School, 1903-04; Harvard Graduate School, 1905-06; 
LL.D. University of Michigan, 1921. Trip to Iceland, 1904. Archaeological 
Expedition to Iceland under auspices Peabody Museum of Harvard University, 
1905. Ethnological Expedition to Eskimo of Mackenzie Delta, under auspices of 
Harvard University and Toronto University, 1906-07 (18 months); 2nd Expedition, 
1908-12 (53 months under auspices Museum of Natural History, New York and 
Government of Canada; spent winter of 1908-09, Colville Delta, north coast of 
Alaska; 1909-10, Cape Parry; winter 1910-11, Coronation Gulf and Victoria 
Island; winter 1911-12, Cape Parry; added to the map of Canada many new 
features, including Horton River, over 500 miles long. Discoverer of (on Dolphin 
and Union Straits and elsewhere) and lived a year with Eskimos who had never 
seen a white man, and whose ancestors never had; found that some of these had 
certain European like characteristics. Commander Canadian Arctic Expedition, 
1913-18; in spring 1914, with 2 companions, made 600 mile sled journey over 
broken and moving ice from Martin Point, Alaska to N.W. of Banks Island; 
in 1915, explored by sled, sea, land, north of Prince Patrick Island; in 1916, 
explored islands already discovered and found new ones west of Heiberg Island; 
in 1917, ran lines of soundings 100 miles N.W. of Cape Isachsen, showing polar 
ocean shallow in this region. Contributor to popular and scientific magazines, 
and to publications of Geological Survey of Canada, American. Museum ‘of 
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Natural History. Author of “Life with the Eskimo,” 1913: “Friendly Arctic,”’

Prendergast. Married Olivia Monder, July 29, 1886. Was educated at Laval 
University. Called to the Quebec Bar; Practised in that province. Came to 
Manitoba, 1882, practised law in the city of Winnipeg; Member of the Manitoba 
Legislature, 1885-1896; Provincial Secretary (Greenway Government); resigned 
in 1890; Judge of the County Court, 1889-1902; Judge of the Surrogate Court 
of the N.W.T., 1902-07; Judge of the Surrogate Court of Saskatchewan, 1907-10; 
Judge of the Court of King’s Bench of Manitoba, 1910-22; appointed Judge of 
the Court of Appeal (Manitoba), on the death of Mr. Justice Metcalfe in 1922. 
Roman Catholic. Address, 85 Notre Dame Ave., St. Boniface. 


Fortin: The Venerable Archdeacon, B.A.; D.D., Born at Iberville, Quebec, 
1842. Educated at Sabrevor’s College, St. John, Quebec, Bishop’s College, Lennox- 
ville, McGill University (B.A.). Ordained Deacon and Priest, 1865 and 1866. 
His first charge was among the Abenaquis Indians of the St. Francis Reserve, 
Quebec, where he labored four years building a fine church parsonage; afterwards 
he founded St. Judes’ Church in Montreal. He travelled in England for a year, 
representing the Colonial and Continental Church Society; that year he received 
a call to be assistant minister of Trinity Church Montreal, where he remained for 
three years; he then accepted an invitation to become rector of Holy Trinity, 
Winnipeg; began his ministry, Nov. 11th, 1875; resigned 1917, having served this 
church 42 years. The Archdeacon has seen Winnipeg grow from a mere village, 
to the present metropolitan proportions, and has taken part in founding its varied 
activities. He was a member of all synods, diocesan, provincial and general, was 
a member of St. John’s College Council from the inception of that institution; 
he also took part in the founding of the General Hospital, and for years was a 
member of its board, always a staunch advocate of temperance, as well as social 
and moral reform. He was president also of the Bible Society in the early days of 
its existence, and was one of the founders of St. Luke’s, St. Matthew’s and St. 
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Philip’s Anglican Churches; was the first Rural Dean of Selkirk, and in 1883 was 
promoted to the archdeaconry by the late Archbishop Machray; he was for some 
years professor of French literature at St. John’s College, until press of parochial 
duties compelled him to give up that department of his work. On the historical 
side it is interesting to recall that Holy Trinity held its first service in 1868. The 
late Rev. John McLean, D.D., of St. John’s College, who later became Bishop of 
Saskatchewan, held the first incumbency. Then followed Canon—afterwards 
Bishop—Grisdale. Dean O’Meara was his successor, followed by the first per- 
manent rector, Archdeacon Fortin, in 1875. All these names are not only familiar 
but beloved in circles familiar with the days before railways and the like. Recal- 
ling the period of Riel’s disturbance in the west, the South African war, and the 
late war, the archdeacon’s deliverances, revealing the heart sentiment of Western 
Canada, were always to the point. In 1915, in a memorable pronouncement, he 
said: “The churches are active and enthusiastic. There is a true ring about them. 
There is a faith which is manifested in abounding works. The idea of selfishness 
is abhorrent. There are willing hands for everything. There are thousands of 
indefatigable workers for the Red Cross. Immense quantities of needful articles 
leave these shores every day for our brave soldiers who are so nobly defending the 
Empire in different sections of the Great War. In my long life I do not recall a 
time when so much that is divine in human life has been evoked. . . . Ger- 
many is a great foe, but not the greatest. We shall conquer Germany; we shall 
crush militarism; we shall yet teach that honor, truth and chivalrous manhood 
have not died out of the world. We view the situation with calm confidence.’’ 
And, in a concluding word, he made a plea for a return to the simple life. Here, a 
few weeks ago, and now an octogenarian, the Archdeacon had apparently lost 
none of his optimism. As glad as of yore to meet old friends, he continues to see 
brightness and joy in life and a fulfilment of the predictions which he made in his 
younger days of the development of this western land. 


RoBLIN: Sir Rodmond P., K.C.M.G., Late Premier of Manitoba. President, 
Consolidated Motors Ltd. Born at Sophiasburg, Ontario (Prince Edward County), 
Feb. 15, 1853.

Had two sons, one 
killed in active service in the late war. Educated at Collingwood Collegiate 
Institute, Toronto University, B.A., B.D., D.D., LL.B. of Alberta. Came to 
Manitoba, 1890; Missionary at Cartwright; Winnipeg, Pastor, Young Methodist 
Church. Was the founder and First Principal of Alberta College, Edmonton; 
Professor of Classics, Wesley, 1896; Principal, 1917. Member of the Canadian

NANTON: The late Sir Augustus, K.B., Financier. President of the 
Dominion Bank. Born in Toronto, Ontario, May 7, 1860. Son of Agustus 
Nanton, Esq., Barrister at Law, and Mrs. Nanton. Has two sons and three 
daughters. Was educated at the Model School, Toronto. Came to Winnipeg in 
1884. Partner in Osler, Hammond and Nanton; Director of many companies.

After a long and honorable career in Winnipeg, was elected President of 
the Dominion Bank. On leaving Winnipeg, was tendered a public banquet 
by the Citizens and Board of Trade.

MEIGHEN: Rt. Honorable Arthur, B.A., M.P., P.C., Barrister, Solicitor. 
Leader of His Majesty’s Loyal Opposition. Born at Anderson, Blanchard Town- 
ship, Perth County, Ontario, June 16,1874. Son of Joseph and Mary Meighen. 
Married Jessie Isabelle Cox, June 1, 1904. Has two sons and a daughter. Was 
educated at St. Mary’s Collegiate, Toronto University, B.A., 1896. Practised 
law in Portage la Prairie for many years. Was elected to House of Commons, 
1908; Re-elected 1911, 1917; appointed Solicitor General, June 26, 1913; re-elected 
by acclamation, July 19, 1913; sworn of the Privy Council of Canada, 2nd October, 
1913; Secretary of State for Canada and Minister of Mines, Aug. 28, 1917;

‘Rabbi Samuel is a man of broad ideas and ideals;’’ has had an honorable 
career in the old land and in Canada. His father, born in Dublin, Ireland, was 
a son of the Rabbi of the Dublin Congregation who succeeded his father-in-law; 
his mother who was born in Liverpool, was the granddaughter of Moses Samuel, 
1795-1860, an eminent Hebrew scholar and author, who was the editor of one of 
the earliest Jewish periodicals to appear in English, ‘‘The Cup of Salvation,” 
also the translation into English of the works of Moses Mendelssohn, through 
his efforts, sermons in English were introduced into England. He was the younger 
brother of Louis Samuel the grandfather of Sir Herbert Samuel, High Com- 
missioner in Palestine. Rabbi Samuel traces back seven generations of British 
born Jews. He stands for all that is best in traditional Judaism harmonized

community a Canadian Judaism that will appeal to the growing generation of 
native born Canadians, as well as among the more modernized among the older 
generation of immigrants who still retain fond memories of old world Judaism; he 
is a careful student of social conditions and is a public spirited citizen of Manitoba.

“The Man from Glengarry,” representing as it does a phase of Canadian life 
that is essentially of the soil. 


Rocers: Mrs. Edith, M.L.A., Member of the Manitoba Legislature for 
Winnipeg. Born at Norway House. Daughter of D. C. MacTavish, Esq., late 
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Chief Factor of the Hudson’s Bay Co. Married Robert Arthur Rogers, Esq., 
President and Managing Director, Crescent Creamery Co. of Winnipeg. Has one 
son and three daughters. The first woman in Manitoba to be elected to parlia- 
ment. Mrs Rogers is a granddaughter of Governor Sinclair of the Hudson’s 
Bay Co, and is descended from the earliest pioneers of the province. First elected 
to the Manitoba Legislature, 1920; re-elected, 1922. Did much useful Social 
Welfare work during the war. Secretary of the Central Council of the Battalion 
Auxiliaries. The only Women Member of the Winnipeg General Hospital Board. 
Residence: Nassau St., Winnipeg. 


Rocers: Honorable Robert, M.P., Late Minister Public Works, Dominion 
of Canada. Born Lachute, Quebec, March 2, 1864. Son of Lt.-Coloned George 
and Dora Rogers. Married Aurilia Regina Widmeyer, 1885. Has oneson. Was 
educated at Berthier, Lachute and Montreal. Came to Manitoba, 1881; engaged 
in Mercantile business at Clearwater. Long prominent in Provincial and Federal 
politics. Elected to Provincial House, 1899, 1903, 1907, 1910; member Executive 
Council, 1900; Minister of Public Works, 1900-1911; resigned, 1911. Entered 
Federal politics as a member of the Cabinet of Sir Robert Borden (Minister of the 
Interior); Minister of Public Works, 1912-18. Contested South Winnipeg, Federal 
Election, 1925; elected over Hon. T. C. Norris. Member of the Manitoba Club 
and Carleton Club (Winnipeg), St. Charles Country (Winnipeg), Albany

BRABANT: Angus, Fur Trade Commissioner, Hudson’s Bay Co. Born at 
Clayton, N.Y., 1865. Son of F. X. Brabant and Mary (MacDonald) Brabant. 
Married Josephine DuChambeau, daughter of Hon. George DuChambeau. 
Belgian stock, Grandfather came to Canada from Belgium and settled in Quebec. 
Mother Scotch. Mr. Brabant will celebrate his 40th anniversary with the Hudson’s 
Bay Co., 31st of May, 1926. Heis a member of Manitoba Club, Country Motor 
Club, Southwood Golf Club. A brief sketch, copied from ‘‘The Beaver,” The 
Hudson’s Bay Co. Journal, November, 1920: ‘‘In the Mackenzie basin, the name 
of Angus Brabant is synonymous with bull-dog tenacity of purpose. Many 
hold him to be the greatest buyer of furs who ever went into the far north country 
above Edmonton. In addition to speaking English, Mr. Brabant speaks French, 
Cree, Ojibway and Chipewayan. A keen trader, aggressive merchant, captain of 
men, Mr. Brabant has reached the Fur Commissionership after thirty-five years 
of arduous duty with the company, Cumberland House and other posts. Post 
Manager at Chipewayan, 1898; to get to this post necessitated a 500 mile dog 
mush across a blizzard-swept country, this he covered following the creeks, rivers 
and chain of lakes, reached Lac la Hatchet on December 25th, and had their 
Christmas dinner of frozen fish and tea on the ice at midlake. Early in January 
after more than a month of perilous travelling Mr. Brabant reached his new 
post at Chipewayan, where his family joined him in the spring by way of Edmonton 
and Athabasca. From Chipewayan two years later he went to Fort Smith, 
Slave River, north of its junction with the Peace. Here he rejuvenated the post 
from the lowest on the list of H.B.Co. posts to one that was alive and in many 
instances the returns trebled. It was a saying around Fort Smith, that ‘No 
furs ever got away from Angus Brabant.’ His keen devotion to duty, his business 
ability and organizing energy won for him the post of District Inspector for 
Athabasca in 1904, headquarters at Edmonton. Here he served for three years, 
when he was appointed District Manager for Mackenzie (1908). In 1916 he 
moved his headquarters southto McMurray where he served until his appointment 
as Commissioner. Mr. Brabant’s remarkable control of men is widely reputed 
at posts and outposts throughout the great territory in which he has served the 
Company. Bullying tactics have never been a part of his method. His men have 
never feared him. Indeed the Company’s servants, the Indians, trappers, traders 
and boat men all along the Athabasca, the Slave and the Mackenzie, clear down 
to Eskimo land know him, respect and love him for his directness, simplicity and 
quiet power.” 
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GaLt: The Honorable Mr. Justice, Alexander Casimir, Justice of the King’s 
Bench. Born in Toronto, Ontario, March 15, 1853. Son of Sir Thomas and Lady 
Galt. Was educated at Dr. Tassies’ School, Galt; Hellmuth College, London; 
Osgoode Hall, Toronto; Toronto University. Married Ella Grace Vivian, 1885. 
Has four sons and two daughters. Called to the Ontario Bar, 1876; practised in 
Toronto, 1876-1896; Rossland, B.C., 1897-1906; Created a K.C., 1909.

Fort William over the Dawson 
Trail, five weeks on the journey, the party underwent much hardship. Mr.

Was at 
Qu’Appelle during the stirring days of the North-West Rebellion. Ranched at 
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Youngstown, Alberta for three years. Is well known throughout the three Western 
Provinces as an extensive cattle shipper. Reeve of the Municipality of Harrison 
for 18 years. Defeated Liberal Candidate for the Manitoba House in 1903. 
Appointed Minister of Agriculture, 1922. Wasin his youth a prominent athlete. 
Keeps much thoroughbred stock and horses. . Recreations: Hunting and motoring. 
Address, Basswood, Man. 


Mutvey: The late Captain John H., M.A., Late Principal of Isaac Brock 
Junior High School, Winnipeg. Born at Caledonia, Ontario, December 13, 1861. 
Son of the late Major Stewart Mulvey, whose name looms large in the history 
of education in Manitoba. Major Mulvey came to Canada from Ireland on 
the invitation of the Reverend Dr. Ryerson, famed educationalist. He afterwards 
came to Manitoba as Ensign with the 1st Ontario Rifles, Lord Wolseley’s Expedi- 
tion (1870). The late Captain Mulvey attended the first Public School in Win- 
nipeg, and for over 25 years was prominently associated with amateur sports in 
the City of Winnipeg. Was appointed on the staff of the public schools in 1883, 
this position he held until his death in 1925. Was Superintendent of Christ 
Church Sunday School for many years; Superintendent of St. Phillip’s Sunday 
School, Norwood. Joined the Canadian Militia under Captain Allen in the late 
70s; Appointed Lieutenant in the 90th Winnipeg Rifles, March 9, 1895; Captain 
in 1896; joined 183rd Battalion C.E.F., January 1, 1916; served overseas with 
that battalion. Was a Mason, Orangeman; Member of the Pioneer Shooting 
Club, Granite Curling Club, Assiniboine Lawn Bowling Club. Honorary President, 
Irish Protestant Association. Died in 1925, universally loved and respected, his 
whole life an inspiration to those with whom he came in contact. Pupils and ex- 
pupils of his many classes are erecting a suitable memorial to his memory. The 
publishers of this work wish to add this tribute to the memory of a public spirited 
citizen, a gallant soldier and a Christian gentleman. 


McMmran: Sir Daniel Hunter, K.C.M.G., late Lieut.-Governor of Mani- 
toba.

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ForkE: Honorable Robert. Farmer, Pipestone, Manitoba. Parliamentary 
Leader, Progressive Party. Born at Gordon, Berwickshire, Scotland, 1860. 
Son of Mr. and Mrs. George Forke. Married Emma Christie MacGreggor. Has 
three daughters. Educated at Westruther Public School. Came to Manitoba, 
1882. Elected to Parliament, Brandon Constituency, 1921; on the retirement 
of the Hon. Thomas Crerar, was chosen Leader of the Progressive Party. Re 
elected at Brandon, Federal election, 1925. Reeve of Pipestone, 1892-1915. 
Ex-President Union of Manitoba Municipalities. Member of the Manitoba Tax 
Commission, 1920-22. Member of the Manitoba Public Welfare Committee, 
1917-19. Returned Soldiers Committee, 1915-18. Address, House of Commons, 
Ottawa. 


KAHANOVITCH: Israel Isaac. Chief Rabbi of the Hebrew faith in Winnipeg. 
Born at Wolpa Grodna, Poland, October 8, 1872. Son of Joshua and Chana 
Minca (Goldin) Kahanovitch. Married Miss R. Kleiman, July 5, 1896. Has 
three sons and five daughters. Educated at Grodno Yeshiva College and Slabodka 
Shovno College. Rabbi at Suvaeki, Poland, 1900-1905. Emigrated to America, 
1905. Rabbi at Scranton, Penn., U.S.A., 1905-1906. In both places awakened 
religious Judaism and national spirit of Zionism. In 1906 called to Winnipeg, 
Man., here by agreement of all the Synagogues which then existed, became Chief 
Rabbi. Held lectures in both Shaarey Zedek Synagogue and House of Jacob for 
the more educated of the community and preached in all the synagogues. Organ- 
ized slaughter houses, Kosher killing, under the management of a committee of 
which M. Finklestein was chairman. Also organized a few Hebrew classes on the 
corner of Dufferin and Charles Streets. On the 5th of December started the- 
United Charity which exists to this day, the chairman of which was L. Abram- 
ovitch. In April, 1909 a small building was bought for a Hebrew School on the 
corner of Aikins and Dufferin Sts. In 1912, organized the Jewish Community 
under the management of R. S. Robinson to build the Hebrew School on the 
corner of Charles and Flora Sts., this awakened the spirit of the Jewish community 
who became interested in this and who soon began to feel the need of other insti- 
tutions. The Jewish Orphanage and Old Folks Home were soon founded. Before 
the coming of Rabbi Kahanovitch to Winnipeg, Rabbi Berman was the Resident 
Rabbi of the Jewish faith, 1900-1903. From that time to the coming of Rabbi 
Kahanovitch, the Jewish people of this city were without a Rabbi. Address, 
281 Flora Ave, Winnipeg, Man.

Son of 
Obed and Isabella (Spink) Smith. Married Lillian Rose, March 24, 1896. Was 
educated at Liverpool College.

Assumed the position of Commissioner of 
Immigration in Western Canada under Sir Clifford Sifton’s administration. 
In 1908 he was transferred by the Hon. Frank Oliver, then Minister of the Interior, 
to take charge of immigration to Canada from Europe with headquarters in 
London, England. This position he occupied until his superannuation in 1924. 
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Under his able administration thousands of new Canadians were added to the 
population of Canada. His tenure of office was marked by courtesy, tact and 
devotion to his adopted country and the Empire at large. Tendered a compli- 
mentary banquet in London on his retirement. Commenting on his withdrawal 
from active service the Montreal Gazette of April 16, 1924 says, ‘‘In the course of 
his long career Colonel Obed Smith has been responsible for the immigration of 
many thousands of men, women and children in which he has not only dispensed 
with the use of ‘red tape’ but has infused his peculiarly delicate task with an 
amount of human sympathy and understanding which has brought to him the 
appreciation — one almost says the affection of thousands of families now happily 
settled and prospering in the Dominion.” Colonel Smith is a member of the 
Overseas Club, (London); Canadian Club, (London); Fulwell Golf Club, (Hamp- 
ton Court).

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bush farm in the township of Brant. Apprenticed to the Tinsmithing Trade 
with John Zryd of Hespeler, Ont. Went to Kansas, U.S.A. (Fort Zarah), on the 
extreme border of the plains. Came to Winnipeg, 1868 (Winnipeg’s population 
then less than 100) by Ox Cart from St. Cloud, Minnesota; became one of the 
city’s pioneer merchants. A prisoner of Louis Riel during the rebellion. Winnipeg 
Board of Trade, Incorporated in 1879, Mr. Ashdown a charter member, sat on 
the Council of it for forty years; President of it in 1887. Business grew with the 
years and became the first Wholesale Hardware west of the Great Lakes, with 
Branches in Calgary, Nelson and Saskatoon. Elected Mayor of Winnipeg, 1907; 
elected by acclamation in 1908. Member of the Shoal Lake Water Commission. 
Represented the wholesale trade of Western Canada at National Industrial Con- 
ference, Ottawa, 1919. Was President of the Canadian Fire Insurance Co.; 
President, Gold Pan Mining Co.; one of the incorporators of the Northern Crown 
Bank (Vice-President) Director of the Bank of Montreal; Director Northern Trust 
Co. and Northern Mortgage Co. One of the founders of Grace Methodist Church; 
Chairman of the Board of Directors of Wesley College; Director of the Y.M.C.A.; 
General Hospital, Children’s Hospital, Children’s Aid Society, Girls’ Home of 
Welcome. Celebrated Golden Jubilee in 1919. Died, 1924. 


TaLBot: Honorable Peter, Speaker of the Legislative Assembly of Mani- 
toba. Born at St. Pierre du Sud, Quebec, 1879. Was educated at St. Ferdinand, 
Manitoba. Started life as a telegraph operator, was Agent for Canadian Northern 
Railway at Mackinack, Somerset and St. Boniface; left the Railway in 1906, 
entered the realty and coal business. In the Provincial election of 1914 he con- 
tested La Verendrye and was defeated by J. B. Lauzon, Esq.; he was elected in 
1915-20-22. A stout champion of his race and tongue, he broke from the ranks of 
the Liberal party in 1915, over the bilingual education question. Was nominated 
by the farmers party in 1922; elected, he was appointed Speaker on their assuming 
office. He has filled the position since through the sessions, dispensing even 
handed rulings, and ably maintaining the dignity of the high office he holds. He 
is a business partner of Senator Aime Benard, he organized and was Sec’y- Treas. 
of the Farmers Packing Co., Director of the Excelsior Coal Mining Co., Northern 
Supply Co. 


McINtyrE: Daniel, M.A., LL.D. Superintendent of Schools for the City 
of Winnipeg. Son of Andrew and Mary (Murray) McIntyre of Dalhousie, New 
Brunswick, at which place he was born in 1852. Was educated in the common 
schools of New Brunswick; at the Normal School, Fredericton; and Dalhousie 
University. Taught in the schools of his native Province from 1872 to 1882, the 
last two years as Superintendent of Schools in the town of Portland, which has

In 1912 the University, in recognition of his work 
in education, conferred on him the degree of LL.D, Honoris Causa. For many 
years Mr. McIntyre was identified with the work of the Children’s Aid Society of 
which he was the first President, and more recently with the activities of the 
Institute for the Blind, in both of which organizations he is keenly interested.

$100,000. As at October 31, 1922, 105 years later, the paid up capital was 
$27,250,000 with a reserve of $27,250,000, and total assets of $713,569,566. 


BaILey: Captain Norman, D.D.S., L.D.S. Born at Portage la Prairie, 
1891. Son of T.T. and Charlotte (Fidell) Bailey. Educated at Portage la Prairie

Bovutton: ‘The Late Colonel Charles Arkall, Senator, Soldier and Pioneer. 
Among the pioneers of Canada no family has contributed more outstanding 
citizens than the Boulton family of Toronto, Ont. Coming to the settlement at 
the head of Lake Ontario in 1798. Generation after generation of this family 
have been found among the leading members of Bar, Finance and the Army. 
After the American Revolution when the Loyalists found a new home under the 
British flag in Canada, Colonel D’Arcy Boulton, the ancestor of the family, 
came to ‘Little Muddy York,” and was granted land in the very heart of what is 
now the City of Toronto. Here he built his homestead which he named “The 
Grange.” Here the family lived for many years until it finally passed by mar- 
riage into the possession of the late Goldwin Smith, Philosopher and writer, 
known as ‘‘The Sage of the Grange.”’ At his death it was willed to the City of 
Toronto asa museum. The Boulton family gave to Manitoba one of its early 
pioneers and most outstanding citizens, Major Chas. A. Boulton of Russell, 
Man., a man with a vision and of spirited action. He gave of his best to further 
the interests of the province and his immediate community. Born in 1842. 
He graduated from Upper Canada College, Toronto, at sixteen years of age. 
He was commissioned in the first Regular Battalion ever raised in Canada, 100th 
Prince of Wales, Canadian Dragoons (Royal Leinsters). This battalion was 
intended for service in the Indian Mutiny, but, on going abroad, was transferred 
to garrison duty at Malta, Gibraltar and Shorncliffe. After eight years’ service, 
Captain Boulton sold his commission and returned to Canada. Here he was 
gazetted Major of the 46th Durham Battalion. He entered the employ of the 
Dominion Government, and came West on a survey of the then Hudson Bay 
Territory. Played a prominent part in the Red River Rebellion; was a prisoner 
in Fort Garry with Scott, Mair and others. Returned to Ontario after the relief 
of Fort Garry. Was for some years in the milling business in Orillia, Ontario. 
Returned to Manitoba in 1879, homesteaded the town site of Russell. Here 
he played a prominent part in the early days. In 1885 at the time of the North- 
West Rebellion he raised a troop of scouts (Boulton’s Scouts), these he led and 
saw much service in that stirring and short-lived war. After the rebellion Colonel 
Boulton retired to the peaceful life on his farm. Urged repeatedly to stand for 


parliament. He contested Marquette in 1889 against Robert Watson of Portage | 


la Prairie. Senator Watson was defeated by the small margin of seven votes. 
Called to the Senate the same year by Sir John A. MacDonald. It is reported in 
Hansard that as early as 1896, Coloned Boulton proposed a “World Peace 
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Conference.” His vision had forseen the ultimate struggle that embroiled the 
whole world in the late war; and the great need of united action that has since 
given birth to “The League of Nations.” A staunch Conservative. He, how- 
ever, took issue with his party in their fiscal policy and was a free trader. No 
citizen of Manitoba ever looked to the future with more optimism; a firm faith 
in its destiny as the great gateway to the West, that would, in time, become the 
home of millions of Canadians. He advocated reforms and improvements that 
were years in advance of the times. They have in many instances since been 
adopted and have proved the wisdom of his great faith. He died in 1899, uni- 
versally respected and loved by all who came in contact with him. The family 
are still represented among the citizens of the province; his widow, Madame 
Boulton lives at ““The Manor” in Russell. Born in England. She is at once a 
staunch Britisher and Canadian, a living link with the romantic past of the 
pioneer days. Her three sons served with the Overseas forces in the late war. 
Major Lawrence Boulton, Barrister of Russell, Major Darcy Boulton and 
Lieutenant R. N. Boulton, the latter killed in action, is buried at Amiens. Her 
daughter Miss Ellen M. Boulton edited the first paper, Chronicle in Russell. 
She organized the first Chapter of the Daughters of Empire (Batoche Chapter) 
ever organized in Manitoba. Married in 1902. His Honor Judge Bonnycastle, 
Dauphin, Man. The family’s address is Russell, Man. 


BARDAL: Lieutenant Sigurgeir, M.D., C.M. Physician and surgeon, (Bardal 
and Yule.) Born at Winnipeg, 1891. Son of Paul and Halldora (B’jornson) 
Bardal. Was educated at Winnipeg schools and Manitoba University. Icelandic 
origin. Family came to Canada from IceJand in 1880. Dr. Bardal graduated 
in 1907. Joined C.A.M.C., December 3, 1917, at Winnipeg. Overseas, Feb- 
ruary, 1918; transferred to R.A.M.C., Blackpool, England. France, March, 
1918. Attached 133rd Field Amublance, 39th Division; 48th Field Ambulance

attached Winnipeg General Hospital for a year and a half. Came to Shoal Lake, 
Man., 1920.

R. K. MacKay, of London, England; Mr. and Mrs. Robert Muir, John Villiers, 
Mr. and Mrs. John W. Weilband, Mr. and Mrs. John Dodimeade, George Clare, 
Edward Pim, Miss Mary Affleck and James Arnott. Officers at organization were 
Pastor Rev. Wm. Ewing, D.D., now resident at Claremont, Cal., U.S.A.; Edward 
Pim, Secretary; K. F. Lockhart, Treasurer; John Villiers, Sunday School Supter- 
intendent. Services were held in the Oddfellows Hall on Main St. The business 
neetings of the church were held in the law office of J. A. M. Aikins. The first 
marriage ceremony by the pastor was on December 2, 1879, when J. A. Hopper 
was married to Margaret L. Reid. The first infant baptism was on September 
2, 1879, when Florence Emeline Jackson was baptized. In December, 1880, Rev. 
Wm. Ewing resigned to take up work in North Dakota, U.S.A. Rev. J. B. Silcox, 
then of Toronto, was invited to become pastor of the church in January, 1881; 
resigned in 1888 to take up work in San Diego, Cal. During 1881-82 the preach- 
ing services were held in the City Hall Theatre until the present church build- 
ing was opened for worship on the first Sunday in December, 1882. Among the 
officers of the church during these seven years were Robert Muir, Geo. C. Mort- 
imer, John McGill, Arthur Wickson, Henry Buckle, J. D. Hunt, D. R. McCallum, 
Richard Waugh, Alex Black, John Tod, C. R. Wilkes, A. L. MacLean, Wm. 
Roberts, Henry Cameron, Alfred Pearson, James Manson, Thomas Howell, 
Thomas Prest, James Hooper and I. C. Jones. In January, 1887, the present 
Congregational Church was re-organized and incorporated by Special Act of the 
Legislature. This was the final work accomplished by the Rev. J. B. Silcox before 
moving to San Diego, Cal. Rev. Hugh Pedley was called to the Pastorate of the 
Church, and began his ministry the first Sunday in February, 1888. Remained 
pastor until his removal to Montreal in March, 1900. His ministry was marked 
with great success during a time of depression and change in many of the members 
and adherents of the church. In April, 1900, Rev. J. B. Silcox was recalled as 
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pastor and remained until March, 1904, when he resigned to take up work in 
Lansing, Michigan. The church was then without a permanent pastor until 
the Rev. Jas. I. Gordon, D.D. of Toronto, was called, and began his ministry 
in January, 1905, and continued until September, 1914. It was during the 
second year of his ministry that the church building in 1906, had to be greatly 
enlarged to its present capacity to find adequate accommodation for the great 
congregation attending the services. Rev. E. R. Weeks was Assistant Pastor for 
a portion of the time. Rev. Wm. Johnston, Rev. D. D. Davis and Harry E. 
Wilson were in charge of Sunday School and Young People’s organizations. 
The church was without a regular pastor for the years of the war, different minist- 
ers supplying from time to time. In January, 1919, Rev. Byron H. Stauffer was 
called to the pastorate and remained until July, 1920, when he returned to take 
up work in Toronto. The Rev. George Laughton, the present pastor, began his 
ministry the first Sunday in January, 1921, and has wonderfully maintained the 
high standard of the pulpit of the Central Congregational Church, in ministering 
to the great crowds who attend the services from Sunday to Sunday.

Came to Canada, 1875, 
South Oxford, Ont. Came to Manitoba in 1877, settled near Manitou. One of 
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Manitoba’s real pioneers. Still resides on original grant. Walked several times 
to Winnipeg in old days. Has had a unique experience in the gerrymandering 
of his municipalities and constituencies. Wequotefromaninterviewin Manitoba 
Free Press. “Tf there is any other resident of Manitoba, or anywhere else for 
that matter, who has had the same experience, in one respect, as I have had,” 
said W. Compton, Manitou, a pioneer during a recent visit to Winnipeg, “TI 
would like to meet him and say, ‘How do you do?’ to him.”” ‘‘What I mean,” Mr. 
Compton explained, “‘is this; that without moving off the original homestead I 
took up in Manitoba nearly fifty years ago, I have lived in four different muni- 
cipalities, four different provincial constituencies, four different Methodist 
Circuits, and four different postal divisions. I started first in North Dufferin 
constituency, then first thing I knew, I was in Pembina, then in Morden, and 
now back in Manitou. As to municipalities I started in North Dufferin, then 
Carleton, then Pembina, and now Thomspon. I had the honor of being a council 
member of the first three. My successive post offices were Nelson, Manitou, 
Opawaka, and now Darlingford, and I took service from four different circuits 
of the Methodist Church, Nelson, Thornhill, Altamont, and at present Darling- 
ford”. Mr. Compton is one of Manitoba’s oldest settlers. During the first 
winter in Winnipeg times were hard, and as Mr. Compton did not wish to deplete 
his capital, he had brought with him to invest in farming. He bought a saw 
horse and a bucksaw, and with these turned enough thrifty dollars to keep 
himself and family, and have a few dollars over in the spring. ‘I wrote a letter 
to a friend in Ontario,’”? Mr. Compton said, with a merry twinkle in his eye, ‘“‘and 
told him as a joke that I was going around Winnipeg with a horse and cutter. 
But I did not tell him that the horse was a saw horse and the cutter was a buck- 
saw.”’ Mr. Compton is still halé and hearty, and takes an active interest in all 
things pertaining to the good of his community. Since the above was compiled, 
Mr. Compton died June, 1925,

EATON’s—Canada’s Greatest Store. A Brief History of the Concern: In 
1869, two years after Confederation, Timothy Eaton opened the first Eaton 
Store in Toronto—a tiny place, 24 ft. by 60 ft., at 187 Yonge Street. Operated 
on a basis almost entirely unknown in those days—that of buying and selling for 
cash—the new Store was a daring venture. Its policy of good values and fair 
dealing, however, won immediate public approval and support. The original 
premises were first enlarged, and later, in 1883, abandoned for new and much more 
commodious ones. Growth proceeded steadily, marked by such new develop- 
ments as the Mail Order business, launched in 1884; and in 1890 the first Eaton 
factory, a small one-room affair, equipped with eight sewing machines. The 
first foreign buying office was opened in London in 1893, rapidly followed by 
others in important centres of world trade. A vastly important step came in 
1905, with the establishment of the Winnipeg Store as a centre of Western trade. 
A. A. Gilroy was brought from Toronto as manager, Phenomenal growth 
quickly necessitated its enlargement, which reached a climax with the con- 
struction of the separate eight story Mail Order building in 1916, followed by a 
second Mail Order building in 1921. The enormous scope of Eaton business 
affiliations caused the opening of distributing warehouses at Regina and Saska- 
toon, and of Groceterias at Brandon, Moose Jaw, Calgary, Regina, Edmon- 
ton and Saskatoon. H. M. Tucker, the present manager of the Winnipeg store, 
succeeded Mr. Gilroy.

Macuray: The Most Reverend Robert, D.D., LL.D., D.C.L., Archbishop 
and Metropolitan of Rupert’s Land and first Primate of all Canada was born at 
Aberdeen, Scotland, on the 17th day of May A.D. 1831. He was educated at a 
Private School and subsequently obtained Master of Arts Degree with honours 
from the University of Aberdeen. From there he proceeded to Sidney College, 
Cambridge, England. There he took B.A. Degree with honours in Mathematics. 
He was appointed a Fellow of the College and subsequently became Dean. He 
was ordained as Deacon on the 11thof November, 1855, and Priest in the autumn 
of the following year. Whilst Dean of the College he acted as Rector of the 
Parishes of Newton and Madingley. In 1865 he was offered the appointment of 
Bishop of Rupert’s Land and was consecrated Bishop on the 24th of June in that 
year. Hearrived in Winnipeg, then Fort Garry, on the 13th day of October, 1865. 
At that time the Diocese of Rupert’s Land consisted of the Hudson’s Bay territory 
known as Rupert’s Land. There were in the Diocese only twenty clegymen 
covering this vast area. The Bishop at once proceeded to re-organize the educa- 
tional institutions of the Church and founded St. John’s College consisting of a 
College with faculties in Arts and Theology and a Corporate School. He acted 
for many years as Warden and Headmaster in addition to the very varied duties 
as Bishop. The first sub-division of the See took place in 1872 and three Dioceses 
were formed which then formed the Ecclesiastical Province of Rupert’s Land and 
of which the Bishop of Rupert’s Land became Metropolitan. In 1877 the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba was established. He was appointed Chancellor and con- 
tinued as such until the date of his death. He was also the Chairman of the 
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Advisory Board of Education for the Province of Manitoba practically from its 
inception to the time of his death. The General Synod of the Church of England 
in Canada was constituted in September, 1893, and on the 19th of September of 
that year the Bishop of Rupert’s Land was chosen Primate of all Canada. At the 
same time the Metropolitans of the various Ecclesiastical Provinces assumed the 
title of Archbishop. Honourary degrees were conferred upon him during his life- 
time in recognition of his services both for the Church and education by the 
Universities of Cambridge, Oxford, Durham, Aberdeen and Toronto. At the 
time of his death the Ecclesiastical Province of Rupert’s Land consisted of nine 
Dioceses each with its own Bishop and staff of clergy. He died on the 9th of 
May, 1904, after thirty-nine years of devoted and self-sacrificing work for the 
Church to which he belonged and to the cause of education in Manitoba.

Awarded 
Military Medal in December, 1917, when serving as corporal, for holding an 
advanced post against the Germans for 36 hours with but six men. And in the 
autumn of 1918, after he had been commissioned, the Companionship of the 
Distinguished Service Order was conferred upon him for the exploit thus recorded 
in the ‘‘Canadian Daily Record” for October 25, 1918:—‘“ This officer led his 
platoon with great skill and gallantry in the storming of the Canal du Nord. 
Wounded early in the engagement, he remained on duty, because his company 
commander had also been wounded seriously, and led his company to their 
objective. When the enemy counter-attacked to the west of Haynecourt, 
exposing the right flank of the brigade, Lieut. Miller formed his company into 
a right flank. That night he made a daring reconnaissance, and next day, dis- 
regarding his wound, when the troops at his right hand failed to keep up with the 
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advance of his unit, he established contact with them, covering the gap and thus 
securing a very dangerous situation. On the following day he led an attack 
through double belts of wire, swept by shell and machine-gun fire, personally 
rushed the enemy position, and captured 22 prisoners single-handed. After- 
wards he was knocked unconscious by a shell, but recovering two hours later, 
resumed command and protected the right flank against repeated counter- 
attacks, refusing to evacuate until the battalion was relieved. Son of the Rev. 
T. E. Miller, Gillespie U.F. Church.”

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NEWSPAPERS OF MANITOBA: The Nor’-Wester, founded in 1859 by two 
Englishmen, William Buckingham and William Coldwell, first number published 
December 28, 1859. Five dollars yearly for subscription. Issued fortnightly; its 
advertisements were mainly from business men outside of the Red River Settle- 
ment, English firms and those of St. Paul, Minn., by whom the business of Red 
River was chiefly done. William Buckingham, retired after a year, sold his interest 
to his partner and returned East where he became editor and proprietor of the 
Stratford Beacon; afterwards, when Alexander MacKenzie became Premier of 
Canada, he acted as his secretary. James Ross, son of the late Sheriff Ross, pur- 
chased an interest in The Nor’-Wester which was now published at Colony Gardens 
at the foot of Rupert Street. In 1864, Mr. Ross sold his interest to Mr. Coldwell, 
who in turn disposed of it to Dr. Schultz, later Sir John Schultz, Lieutenant- 
Governor of Manitoba. The paper was seized by Louis Riel and, on the refusal of 
the editor to print Riel’s Manifesto to the inhabitants of the Red River, the editor 
was imprisoned in his own office. In 1868 it was purchased by W. R. Bowen, a 
dentist of Winnipeg under whose management it was issued for some time. 
Publication ceased in 1869. Mr. Coldwell, who had returned to Winnipeg, under- 
took to publish a paper called The Red River Pioneer, first issue on December 1, 
1869, but the paper was again seized by Riel on the proclamation of Governor 
MacDougall. Reil placed a guard on the offices of The Nor’-Wester and The Red 
River Pioneer. The two papers died and were never again issued. An American 
named W. H. Robinson then started a paper named The New Nation. This periodi- 
cal was the mouth-piece of Riel and was outspoken in its annexation sentiment, 
it continued for some time in its disloyal sentiments but in October, 1870, when 
Riel and his followers melted away, the paper was sold to Messrs. Coldwell and 
Cunningham who issued it under the new name, The Manitoban. This new weekly 
became the organ of the government of the day. In opposition to it a small sheet 
called The News Letter was published; this paper lasted until July 11, 1871 and 
was succeeded by The Liberal, whose editor was the late Stewart Mulvey. A 
business paper, The Manitoba Trade Register, was then started by Alex. Be gg 
it was independent of both political parties and devoted its interests to Winnipeg. 
It was the first year paper to advocate the incorporation of Winnipeg as a city. 
Le Metis, a French newspaper was published in 1872. The three papers were all 
blotted out by the political cyclone of the Dominion election in September, 1872. 
Manitoba Free Press, established, November 9, 1872. First editor, William F. 
Luxton, who had for his partner John Kenny. The paper at first was known as 
The Weekly Free Press. This journal has today become the leading daily of the 
Canadian West and one of the largest papers of the Dominion, Mr. John W. 
Dafoe, its present editor is known internationally as one of the cleverest editorial 
writers of the day. The Free Press has a large circulation throughout the whole 
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West and covers Manitoba thoroughly. Winnipeg Evening Tribune, established 
in 1889. Had for its editor the late R. L. Richardson, M.P. Has been the leading 
evening paper of the province since its inception. With it is merged The Winnipeg 
Telegram, a morning paper devoted to the Conservative interests started in 1898, 
and edited by Sanford Evans. Manitoba has many rural papers that were 
started in the early pioneer days, notably The Minnedosa Tribune, issued for 
many years by the late David Cannon, a pioneer newspaper man of the West; 
The Selkirk Record, edited by R. W. Stewart, who has been connected with it 
since 1885; Portage la Prairie Liberal, established in 1882. Early papers appeared 
in Rapid City, Brandon, Emerson, Morris, Crystal City, Pilot Mound, Birtle 
Russell and elsewhere. Manitoba has been extremely fortunate in most of its 
newspapers, whose editorial tone has been excellent. The highest praise is due 
their editors for their firmness in reaching a high moral and patriotic standard.

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Manitoba’s First Homesteader 


SANDERSON: John S., Retired Farmer. Staked the first homestead in 
Western Canada. 
pee first homestead entry in Western Canada was filed by John S. Sanderson, 

a Scotsman from the Lothians. He landed in Winnipeg, July 1, 1872. The 
following day he filed his homestead entry and bought a couple of oxen. 

Early next morning, driving his oxen, he set out over the trail, which is now 
Portage ave., for Portage la Prairie to find the north-east quarter of section 35, 
township 12, range 7, where he hoped to make his future home. Three days later 
he set up his tent on his homestead and started to work. 

Rather frail in body, but still straight and supple in figure, with sight un- 
dimmed, and intellectually keen despite his 85 years of age, Mr. Sanderson is still 
the typical pioneer. 

Looking back 52 years to the day he turned his face west and followed the 
trail with his yoke of oxen to Portage Plains, he gives thanks and declares that 
it was a good day for him. 

“There were many difficulties and privations and lots of hard work in the 
early days, but it was all worth while, and I am quite satisfied,’ he says in re- 
miniscent mood. 

Mr. Sanderson was born at Prestonpans, Haddingtonshire, Scotland, in 1840. 
Home and school he remembers mainly for their common quality of discipline. 
“At school I gained a knowledge of the three ‘R’s,’ and a far larger knowledge 
of the cane. At home I learned obedience and a regard for virtue and law,” he 
said. 

Leaving school, he learned the trade of blacksmith, at which he worked till 
1867, when he determined to seek his fortune in Canada. 

Sailing from Glasgow on the St. George, of the Allan Line, he landed at 
Quebec in May, 1867, after a voyage of three weeks. He travelled steerage. 

Arriving at Portage la Prairie his funds were exhausted. This meant living 
from hand to mouth. The early days on the homestead were full of hardship and 
struggle. 

“After I had built my log shack, had broken a few acres of land, and har- 
vested my first crop of wheat, things were easier for me,’”’ he said. The wheat 
grown was a variety called ‘Golden Drop.” Its yield was somewhat limited, 
20 bushels to the acre being considered a bountiful crop. Harvesting was done 
with areaper. The grain was bound by hand and threshed with a sweep thresher 
operated by ox power. Marketing conditions were difficult, Winnipeg being the 
nearest marketing point for settlers who had a fair volume of grain to haul. Small 
quantities of grain could be exchanged for supplies at the local store of the Hud- 
son’s Bay Co. 
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Food chiefly consisted of pemmican, potatoes and bannocks. Flour was 
dear, and bannocks were occasionally banned. Pemmican was also off the menu 
at times owing to its price. But potatoes were plentiful and cheap, and often 
were the soiltary feature of the menu. 

In 1876 Mr. Sanderson married Sarah Green, a daughter of a New Bruns- 
wick family settled at Portage Creek. His family consists of three sons and two 
daughters. Two of his sons own farms in the home district. The other farms a 
section of land at Deepdale. Mrs. Sanderson passed away in 1919. 

Outstanding among his pioneering experiences are the grasshopper plagues 
of 1873 and 1874. Miéillions of grasshoppers settled over the land and stripped 
it of all vegetation. In the fall millions of eggs were deposited over the prairie 
by the invaders, and next year the plague was greater than ever. Again the land 
was denuded of grain and grass. 

Although his roots are deep in the past, Mr. Sanderson is a keen observer 
of the present, and is critical of some modern trends. 

“People do not know anything of the hardships of the old days. They 
create expenses for which there is no need. They buy far too many luxuries. 
They are running themselves to perdition,” he claims. For the cry of “hard 
times’’ he has nothing but scorn and contempt. He deplores the drift of young 
people to the cities.

John Smith Holds One-Man Parade on Main Street to Old Fort Gate—That these 
tall buildings might rise along the route of the Muddy Trail, while automobiles 
and street cars wended their raucous ways through the vast canyon of com- 
merce in between, Private John Smith and his sturdy companions came West in 
1875 with the last contingent of the Red River Expeditionary Forces. And 
that the memory of these defenders might not die, Mr. John Smith, cobbler, 
of 414 Ross Ave., traversed again the route on Sunday, celebrating in a one-man 
parade the golden jubilee of the event. Fifty years!—and he was alone this time. 
Fifty years!—and what were these noisy monsters making hideous the quiet 
serenity of the old-time trail. Verily, he thought, this route is far more dangerous 
than when a Metis sniper lurked in the offing to add a notch in his rifle butt if the 
light was good. At 2.30 o’clock, John Smith, the cobbler, again became Private 
John Smith of the Red River forces. He was not so young nor yet so spry as in 
the yesteryear. But the spirit still was within him as he snapped smartly to 
attention in front of the Royal Alexandra Hotel, and struck off southward for 
“the fort.” Greying and slightly stooped from long years over the last, he 
steered his course between the car tracks and walked with fine military tread. 
Fifty years!—and a modern civilization had relegated into historic oblivion the 
noble sight that had brought gladness and confidence to a tired battalion. Only 
an ivy-clad ruin remained of gallant old Fort Garry, the pile which had welcomed 
the travellers half a century ago. Only one old grey man of the splendid regi- 
ment that had come to the Northwest to uphold the traditions of the Empire. 
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Alone, Private John Smith sat down ona bench in the miniature park and smoked. 
He had kept faith with his old companions. Mr. Smith takes an honest pride in 
the development of Winnipeg. Never since first he came to the West has he been 
east of the Red river. And he and his wife were the first couple to be married in 
Minnedosa. He came originally from St. John, N.B., serving his apprenticeship 
in Woodstock, Ont. So far as he knows there is only one other survivor of the 
march. He is Bob Scott—“Sergeant Bob, you know’’—-who lives on Morley 
Ave. Bob was too old to attempt the memorial parade. Smith was only 21 
years of age when the force arrived.” 


SHaw: Frank Walter, M.D., Physician. Born at Carberry, Man., April 1, 
1888.

STEVENSON: W. F., Farmer, Manitoba’s oldest male citizen. Born in South 
Lambeth, borough of London, Eng., March 1, 1824. We quote the following 
from the Tribune, Winnipeg: ‘On the first of March, 1925, Mr. Stevenson 
passed his 101st birthday and despite his great age is hale and hearty and in full 
possession of his faculties. He possesses a memory that is of surprising keen- 
ness for events of long ago. It has been his habit of recent years to spend the 
summer on his farm at Hill View, Man., and his winters with his son, S. S. 
Stevenson, of Winnipeg. On his recent birthday he attended divine service in 
the morning at St. Paul’s Anglican Church, Fort Garry, and in the evening at 
St. Luke’s Church. Mr. Stevenson was born thirteen years before Queen Victoria 
came to the throne. He has lived under five rulers in Great Britain, George IV, 
William IV, Queen Victoria, Edward VII, and George V. No one looking at 
Mr. Stevenson would take him for more than seventy-five years of age. His eye 
is bright, his complexion pink and white and his attitude cheerful. His carriage 
is surprisingly erect, while a shock of fine snow-white hair sets off a beard and 
moustache still tinged with gray. Mr. Stevenson came to Winnipeg in 1883, 
the year after the boom, when the city was in the worst doldroms of its history. 
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He was then fifty-nine years of age and Winnipeg’s population numbered 20,000 
souls. Mr. Stevenson was brought to Canada by his parents when he was eight 
years of age. They settled in Ontario. Mr. Stevenson can tell good stories of 
bear-hunting and charcoal-burning in the hardwood bush of Ontario of that day. 
He is the sole surviving member of that family. Forty years ago an insurance 
company refused to insure his life on the ground that he was too old for them 
to carry the risk. Mr. Stevenson has spent the past summer on his farm where 
he has helped with the stooking as he has done for many years. During the winter 
of 1925 Mr. Stevenson was the guest of the Manitoba Legislature and addressed 
the assembled house, signed the uest book ina firm hand. A short speech of his 
was broadcasted from CKY at Winnipeg. 


SHEPARD: Clarence Day, Real Estate Broker of C. H. Enderton & Co., 
Realtors, Real Estate Investments, Mortgage Loans, Insurance and Rentals. 
Born at Ripon, Wis., U.S.A., January 27, 1872. Son of Ashbel King Shepard 
and Clare R. Smith. Married May Merrill, May 8, 1902. Has three sons and 
one daughter. Came to Winnipeg in 1903 and formed a partnership with the 
late Charles H. Enderton. Prior to coming to Canada, Mr. Shepard was 
engaged in the banking business and resigned the position of Assistant Cashier of 
the First National Bank at Duluth, Minn. After the forming of the partnership 
with Mr. Enderton, the firm were instrumental in subdividing and marketing a 
large number of properties in Winnipeg during the time of its greatest growth, 
the most conspicuous residental development being that of ‘‘Crescentwood,” 
this subdivision comprising 300 acres bounded on the east and north by the 
Assinboine river; the property was subdivided into generous-sized building lots 
all of which were sold subject to residential restrictions; this was the first deve- 
lopment in Winnipeg which was so offered for sale; this subdivision is today 
recognized as the finest and most exclusive residential section in thecity and 
district and is often referred to by visitors as ‘‘The Fifth Avenue of Winnipeg.” 
Mr. Shepard was educated at the Milwaukee Academy, Milwaukee, Wis. He 
is a member of the Manitoba Club, Carleton Club, Pine Ridge Club, St. Charles 
Country Club, Canadian Club, Motor Country Club.

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qualities for this responsible position and of the administration of the purchasing 
department during the strenuous years of the war, Sir Edward Kemp at the close 
of the war tendered to him the thanks of the military council in the following 
language, “The contract branch was one of the most efficient departments under 
my jurisdiction and was one of the few departments regarding which we never 
received a word of adverse comment.’”’ Colonel Simpson’s services were com- 
mended in the House of Commons, and twice brought to the attention of the 
British secretary of state for war and mentioned in dispatches. He was decorated 
with the Order of the British Empire. After the armistice Colonel Simpson was 
appointed director of sales to dispose of the huge quantities of Canadian govern- 
ment stores remaining in England; the disposal of these stores occupied a year 
and a half, when the volume of stores is considered this was done quickly, for it 
was no light task to dispose of the accumulated supplies of 105 military depots, 
including 27 hospitals; in the majority of cases a profit was shown over the original 
prices paid; a profit of a million dollars was shown on motor transports alone; 
the Basingstoke Hospital was sold for £75,000, its cost was £59,000 in the first 
place; Colone] Simpson concluded this enormous undertaking with such dispatch 
that the Canadian Government was the first of the British Dominions to close 
out its surplus war stores; his purchasing Department spent on an average of 
$250,000 a day, keeping up this pace for four years and in total sums over $300,-

TAYLOR: The late Hon. John, Farmer. Born at St. Paul’s Parish. Son of 
Jas. Taylor, an Orkneyman, chief fisherman of the Hudson’s Bay Company and 
of his wife Mary (Inkster) Taylor. Was educated at Parish Schools of St. Paul’s 
at College under Bishop Anderson. In the year of the high water, 1852, Mr. 
Taylor went to teach a Mission school at Oxford House at a salary of thirty 
pounds a year; taught afterwards at Norway House; in 1855 was appointed by 
Bishop Anderson to the charge of the Parish School at Headingly; in 1856 he 
bought his first land, a six-chain lot fronting on the Assiniboine River at Head- 
ingly; his neighbor here was Deholmme Sayer, son of William Sayer, the historic 
leader of the free trade riot in the settlement in 1845. Mr. Taylor was elected a 
member of the First Legislature of Manitoba, and a member of the Executive 
Council, that curious senatorial body of early men which voted itself out of 
existence in 1876. He was elected at the head of the poll in 1874 and again in 1878; 
was taken into the Cabinet of the Hon. John Norquay as Minister of Agriculture. 
One of his early opponents was Donald Smith (Lord Strathcona). He was a school 
trustee for thirty years; secretary-treasurer of the school he taught in as a lad. 
Justice of the Peace. Farmed 1700 acres. Recently celebrated his 91st birthday. 
A living link with the real past of Manitoba. Since the above was set up Mr. 
Taylor passed away at his home in Headingly. 


TURNBULL: James Holt, President, Turnbull & McManus, Ltd., Sash and 
door manufacturer. Born at St. John, N.B., April 25, 1858. Son of John and 
Ann (Farrar) Turnbull. Married Sarah Jackson, December 20, 1887. Four sons 
and three daughters. Mr. Turnbull’s son ‘Ollie’ was killed in the late war. » 
Educated in the public schools of St. John, N.B. Mr. Turnbull came to Mani- 
toba in 1882, and started present business in partnership with Mr. McManus; 
this business has grown with the years and the old partnership still continues. 
President, Turnbull & McManus; ex-Director of the Northern Trust; director of 
Northern Mortgage Co.; director of the Royal Canadian Securities; president 
of the British Mortgage Co. Mr. Turnbull has always taken a keen interest in 
sports and won the championship of New Brunswick in sculling in 1880; won 
the sculling race in Winnipeg in 1882, against the famous sculler Forey, at which 
regatta the world famed Hanlan and Ross were to participate, however Hanlan 
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was unable to be present but Ross was one of the entries; in 1887 won the double 
scull championship with A.C.L. Fox, and with Mr. Fox he held the double scull 
championship of Winnipeg and Minnesota Rowing Association; the same year 
he also won with Mr. Fox the double scull championship of Canada at Ottawa;

In 1920 their purchase of the Builders’ Exchange 
at a figure of $500,000 was one of the largest real estate transactions of the year.

WINNIPEG: City of, Incorporated as a city in 1873, since which time it has 
had twenty-nine different mayors and councils. Originally the Council had 
twelve members, today it has eighteen. First mayor of Winnipeg, Francis Evans 
Cornish, 1874; William N. Kennedy, 1875-76; Thomas Scott, 1877-78; Alexander 
Logan, 1879-80, 82, 84; Elias G. Conklin, 1881; Alexander McMicken, 1883; 
Charles Edward Hamilton, 1885; Henry 5S. Westbrook, 1886; Lyman M. Jones, 
1887-88; Thomas Ryan, 1889; Alfred Pearson, 1890-91; Alexander MacDonald, 
1892; Thomas W. Taylor, 1893-94; Thomas Gilroy, 1895; Richard W. Jameson, 
1896; William F. McCreary, 1897; Alfred J. Andrews (Winnipeg’s youngest 
mayor), 1898-99; Horace Wilson, 1900; John Arbuthnot, 1901-02-03-04; Thomas 
Sharpe, 1905-06; James H. Ashdown, 1907-08; W. Sanford Evans, 1909-10-11; 
R. D. Waugh, 1912; T. R. Deacon, 1913-14; R. D. Waugh, 1915-16; Frederick 
H. Davidson, 1917-18; Chas. F. Gray, 1919-20; Edward Parnell, 1921-22;5. J. 
Farmer, 1923-24; Lieutenant-Colonel Webb, 1925. Population at time of in- 
corporation, 1,869; today, 280,000; from a Hudson’s Bay trading post with a 
population of 215 in 1870. The name Winnipeg has its origin in the Indian Cree 
name given to the lake forty miles north, meaning Win, muddy, Nippe, water. 
First steam railway connection from St. Paul, 1878; Canadian Pacific Railway, 
1886. Winnipeg is now the greatest grain centre on the American continent, has 
the finest transportation facilities in Canada; has more industrial trackage than 
any other city in Canada; over 16,000 miles of railway in Winnipeg’s business 
field. Winnipeg’s bank clearings are third in Canada, and equal the total clear- 
ings of the next ten leading cities. Winnipeg’s principal business streets are the 
widest on the continent. Winnipeg has 500 miles of streets and 236 miles of lanes. 
The Winnipeg street railway has 112 miles of line. Winnipeg has 31 parks and 
squares. Winnipeg’s libraries loan three quarters of a million volumes yearly. 
Winnipeg has one of the finest water systems on the continent. Winnipeg’s first 
‘telephone directory was published in 1881, containing a total of thirty-six names; 
twenty-five business telephones and eleven resident telephones; published forty- 
four years later Winnipeg’s present telephone directory contains over 41,000 
names, 16,200 business telephones and 24,000 resident telephones. The Manitoba 
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Government phones have 21,000 miles of long distance and 54,000 miles of 
rural telephone lines stretching to practically every part of Manitoba. The 
Provincial Government of Manitoba purchased the system in 1908 from the Bell 
Telephone Co. The following names appear in the 1876 directory and again in 
1923—pioneer citizens of the city: Sir Daniel MacMillan, K.C.M.G.; His 
Grace Archbishop Matheson, Rev. Geo. Bryce, D.D.; Ven. Archdeacon Fortin, 
D.D.; The late James Ashdown; William F. Alloway; George Andrew; Charles 
A. Baskerville; Chas. N. Bell; Alexander Brown; William Code; Sheriff Inkster; 
R. I. Jones; Alexander MacDonald; James C. McIlroy; William W. MacMillan; 
Thos. H. Maxwell; James A. Payne; Morris P. Peterson; Thomas Ryan; William 
G. Scott; Geoffrey H. Walker; Alfred Warner; Edmund M. Wood. First house 
erected in Winnipeg, 1862, by McKenny & Co. Connected with this enterprise 
was Dr., later Sir John Schultz who had come to the settlementin 1860. This 
house which stood until a short time ago at the corner of Portage and Main, was 
on the site of the handsome building of the Western Canada Loan and Savings 
Co. The chief hostelry in Winnipeg, 1871, ‘‘The Davis House.”’ A. G. R. Ban- 
natyne, first postmaster, Lombard St. The post office was a small log building. 
First stage arrived in Winnipeg, September 11, 1871. Name of the first post office, 
Fort Garry. First telegraph connection with American lines of telegraph via 
Pembina, November 20, 1871 ($2.00 for 10 words to Toronto). Horace McDougall 
was for many years in charge of the office. First steamboat on the Red River, 
The Selkirk in 1871. First survey for the Canadian Pacific Railway, 1872; in the 
party were such well-known men as Sandford Flemming, Principal Grant, Horet- 
sky and Macoun. 


WHITEHEAD: Joseph Blyth, Publisher, Brandon Sun. Born at Blyth, Ont., 
1865. Son of Charles and Anna Sybil (Lake) Whitehead. Married Edith Hamil- 
ton Christie. Has one son and two daughters. Educated at Tilsonburg, Ont. 
and St. John’s College, Winnipeg. Grandfather of Mr. Whitehead, Joseph White- 
head, was fireman on Stevenson’s first invented engine, ‘‘The Rocket,” running 
from Darlington to Stockton in Yorkshire (1825). Came to Canada and settled 
in Huron county; represented that county at Ottawa in the Dominion House; 
was a supporter of the Mackenzie Government. His son, the late Charles White- 
head, came West in 1877, and was engaged in contract work with the Canadian 
Pacific Railway (Contract No.15), in conjunction with his father; this contract 
was for grading from St. Boniface to Rat Portage; the excavation started at 
Cross Lake and ran down to the Winnipeg River, a distance of 37 miles, and in it 
there was about half a million yards of solid rock; it took three years to complete 


the contract; they brought into Winnipeg the first locomotive ‘‘The Countess of. 


Dufferin,” now on exhibition at the Canadian Pacific Railway Station; this was 
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brought in on barges towed by the steamer Selkirk (October 9, 1877). The 
appearance of the engine, caboose and flat cars was the occasion of much curiosity 
and excitement in the hamlet on the Assiniboine. -A more memorable and his- 
toric event in the life of Charles Whitehead was the purchase of the first parcel 
of land from the Canadian Pacific Railway. The agreement is docketed “‘Con- 
tract No. 1” in the files of the company, defined as “3.10.19 W; good grass land, 
with some timber, in a district watered by the Assiniboine.” The dateis October 
23, 1881; the consideration was $2.50 an acre; this was the purchase of the first 
acre sold out of the.twenty-five millions that were granted to the road by the 
Government. When Mr. Whitehead came up the Assiniboine river with a cargo 
of lumber there was no Brandon; Grand Valley was the settlement a few miles; 
east; here he built an office and opened a lumber business with Frank Myers. 
Here the late Hon. T. M. Daly practiced for a time; this was the year of the 
beginning of the Red River boom. Mr. Whitehead farmed for some years on his 
tract purchased from the C.P.R. and had large contracts for the construction 
of the main line C.P.R. and in the Rockies. He was Governor of Brandon Hos- 
pital for many years. Died in Brandon, Monday, March 10, 1919. Joseph B. 
Whitehead, the subject of this sketch, was born in 1865. He was in the employ 
of the Merchant’s Bank for a time. City treasurer of Brandon. Was one of a 
company of four to purchase the Brandon Sun from J. A. Osborne. This paper 
has been enlarged and has today one of the most complete and up-to-date offices 
in the Canadian West. Mr. Whitehead is a member of the Board of Trade and 
of the Canadian Press Association. Member, Masonic Fraternity, A.F. & A.M. 
Member, Chapter R.A.M., Scottish Rite (32nd Degree). His son, the fourth 
generation in this sketch, Lieutenant Ernest Whitehead, M.C., served with the 
52nd Battalion in France (wounded); awarded the Military Cross.

[An interesting and humorous item in con- 
nection with Mr. Charles Whitehead’s early life in Manitoba was his telling 
of the loneliness suffered by the early settlers.
